MAGNIFICENT PREPARATIONS 
anal t Aten wo Th.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 24.—All that is earthly of 
James A. Garfield was borne through the streets 
of Cleveland today and deposited in the pavilion 
and catafaique whicn mark the centre of the 
public square, there to remuin until Monday. 
when his noble clay will be interred at Lake 
View Cemetery. The Forest City presented all 
the outward insignia of wo in its profuse funeral 
decorations, and the heartbeats of its loyal and 
toving citizens joined in an inaudible accom- 
paniment to the dirges which broke upun the 
air as the solemn pageant wended its 
way through the streets. It was in 
Cleveland where, ext to ##Washington, 
perhaps, Garfield was more familiarly and more 
generally known, and in Cleveland, probably as

A DEEP PERSONAL BEREAVEMENT. 

If there were anything wanting to show this, 
‘today’s event more than supplied that want. In 
spite of the light breeze which biew, and the 
fact that the sun was now and then obscured by 
masses of clouds, the weather wus insutferably 
hot. These two ameliorating influences were 
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from early morn 


ouly of the native popula ion but of 
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visitors from nearly every efty, village, and 
bamlet throughout the State of Ohio, with 6 
nerous epripkling :rom the Btates beyond, as 
ar west as IIlhnots, and possibly farther. They 
must all have foreseen the discom fort to which 
they were subjecting themsel ves, dat 
A MOTIVE STRONGER THAN CURIOSITY 

prompted them, and so they came and paid one 
of the last tributes of respect to the 
Nation's dead, shedding tears to his mem- 
ory and casting flowers upon his bier. It 
was u day and a scene suggestive of the cypress 
and the yew, ot “graves, and worms, and epi- 
taphs.” It was apparent, from the ineompiete- 
ness of the public decorations during the morn- 
ing, that the people of Cleveland bad endeavored 
to Go a great deal in a comparatively short Space 
of time, and hadn't quite succeeded as well as 
they could wish. The keystone arches at most 
of tne entrances to the square were tinished in 
their sombre white and black, but the langer aad 
more ambitious ones on the other side, as well 
as the wonderful pavilion and eatafalque in 
the centre were far from complete, and, indeed, 
were not absolutely finished until late in the 
evening, long after the body of the martyred 
President bad been reverentiy laid upon the 
biack velvet catafaique, in an atmosphere made 
fragrant by one of 
THE LARGEST, CHOICKST, AND COSTLIEST 

FLORAL COLLECTIONS 
ever gotten together. The magnitude of the 
undertaking and the resultsaccom plished within 
so short atime reflected considerable credit 
upon Cleveland enterprise, wulle the private 
decorations, generally rieh, heavy, and in ex- 
ceedingly good taste, naturally hightened and 
improved the general sombre yet pleasing ef- 
fect. The centre of attraction during the early 
part of the day, aside from the public square 
and its constantly growing funereal attractions, 
was the Euclid avenue station of the Cleveland 
& Pittsburg Road, at which the funeral train 
was to arrive early in the afternoon, 

THE DEPOT 

is some three miles from the centre of the city, 
and the immediate approaches thereto were 
guarded and kept clear by sentries scattered 
bere and there up and down the streets. The 
singie track of railroad at this point crosses 
Euclid avenue, running east and west, and Wil- 
gen avenue, running north and south, forming a 
triangular inutersechon, around which were 
drawn up Oriental and Holyrood Commanderie 
of Cleveland, some 200 strong, the far-famed 
Cleveland Grays, doubly conspicuous for their 
yellow plumes, and back of them, in great surg- 
ing messes, a throng of patient humanity, wait- 
ing in respectful silence for the moment when 
the form of one who was cold in death and yet 
warm in the hearts of his countrymen should 
arrive in their t. 
THE LITTLE UNPRETENTIOUS BRICK STATION 
inclosed within the triangle, aud flanked op_one 
side ya large park fronting on Wilson 
avenue, was modestly draped in alternate 
black and white, while across Euclid 
avenue a lurge white banner, bearing the simple 
legend “J. A. Garfield,’ swung to and fro in 
the fitful breeze. A great tag bung above it 
at half-mast, while, on all sides, as far as the eye 
could reach, was displayed the signiticant com- 
bination of dead black and virgin white. The 
local committees and the members 
of the several honorary orgunizations 
from other cities tooked with practiced eyes fo 
the execution of all those little details insepara- 
ble from an ocvasion of such a chdFacter. 
But the cyposure of all eyes, prior to the ar- 
rival of the funeral! cortége, was 

THE SOMBRE HEARSE, 
backed up on the Wilson avenue side, which 
was to convey the dust of the Nation's late 
Chief to its temporary resting- place in the Pub- 
lie Square. The death-angel seemed to be en- 
throned among its heavy masses of black, wait- 
lug for the approach of its precious victim. Dark 
and cheerless it looked as it stood there waiting 
to receive its load of extinct bumanity, but its 
own black hue was made all the more intense 
by the funeral trappmas which decked it forth. 
The body of the vehicie was covered with heavy 
foids of black broadcloth festooned with mass- 
ive bands of heavy black crape. The only in- 
terior decoration consisted of small American 
flags. appropriately draped in the one all- per- 
vading hue. 

FOUR COAL-BLACK HORSES 

provided the motive power for this carriage of 
death. Euch of the four wore a full broadeloth 
neck and body bianket, edged on its lower fold 
with a silver tringe, and each was led by a e- 
ored groom. The Forty-second Obio, Gen. Gar- 
field’s old. regiment, now reduced to less than 
fifty members, held the place of honor, and 
guarded the hearse. Twenty thousand people 
were packed in and around the piace, but all 
was us quiet as the tomb itself. It wasa time 
for thoughts and sighs, and halt-audible whis- 
pers—not for words. 

SLOWLY AND SADLY, 
to the measured and mournfu! ringing of the 
bell, the engine, heavily draped, which drew the 
funeral train eame down the track and halted in 
front of the station. it wus twenty minutes 
past I. Alow murmur, not unlike a general 


| sigh, arose from the vast crowd, and in an in- 


staut, every head was reverently uncovered 

and bared to the sun's beating rays. The 

Knights and the military paesented arms, and 

preparations were immediately set on foot tor 

disembarking. The aga ot honor, con- 
sisting of the frst Ofgces of the army 
and navy of the United States, 
and including the familiar and striking faces 
and forms of Sherman, Sheridan, Hancock, 

Drum, and Kogers, all the more impressive in 

their full uniforms, alighted from the trajo and 

formed in double rank at the side of the funer- 
al car. 

THE MILITABY BODYGUARD, 
conspicuous in their white hats and full uni- 
forms, tenderly lifted the casket from the coach, 
and carried it on their powerful shoulders 
through the ranks of the guard of honor to the 
hearse, while the Cleveland Grays’ Band 
played a mournful march for the dead. 
The Cabinet officers and their wives and 
the other Government officials followed 
the ludies in deep mourning, and the gentiemen 
bowing their uncovered heads. ‘Mrs. Garfield, 
heavily veiled, leaning on the arm of her son 
Harry, aud accompanied by Secretary Blaine, 
scemed bowed with her poignant grief, and yet 
determined to bear up under her appalling af- 
fliction with the beroic fortitude she has ever 
shown. Miss Mollie Garfield and the other mem- 
bers, as well as intimate friends of the family, 
followed in due order, while the guard of honor 
brought up the rear. 

MRS. GARFIELD AND HER FAMILY, 
instend of entering the procession which few 
formed, were driven directly to the residence of 
the Hon. James Mason, where they will stay un- 
til after the obsequies. The second section of 
the train, bearing the Congressional delegation, 
arrived afew moments later. The delegation 
was escorted to carriages, and the sad proces- 
sion started. The cortége was perhaps half a 
mile long, but could easily have been made 
longer, and possibly more impressive, bad it 
been expanded instead of being condensed in 
length by the wide columns warching abreast. 
Col. Wilson, of the Government lighthouse 
service, and his staff rode at the head in com- 
mand of the funeral escort. The Silver Grays’ 
Band and the celebrated Forest City Troop fol- 
lowed closely. ! 

THEN CAME THE HEARSE, 

guarded by the Knigits Templar, in columns of 
three and flanked by ten horsemen of the City 
Troop on each side. The Cleveland Grays, the 
remnants of Gen. Garteld's old regiment, the 
members of the Cabinet, Gen. Sherman and his 
aides, the guard of honor, and the Oongressiona! 
detegation aud other distinguished guests made 
up the remainder of the melancholy processivn, 
which, to tHe solemn tolling of the church bells. 
marched down Eueld avenue and Erie street, 
turned into Superior, and then In part pro- 
ceeded to the catafaique in the public square. 
When the column reached the Custom-House 
arch. the cavairy halted, formed in line, and the 
hearse with the Templars passed 

' “INTO THE SQUARE. 

_ This portion of the ceremony was of thé most 
impresaive character. The workmen on the 
urches and the catafalque, who had been burry- 
ing up matters since daylight, suddenly ceased 
their labors, dismounted from their perchés, 
and, with uncovered beads, gazed at the moving 
spectacle. The band pluyed another dirve, 
while the big bell of the First Presbyterian 
Church, just outside the square, tolled a solemn 
accum paniment. The Knights Tempier 
formed in line on the left as they approached 
the pavilion and were backed by a line of

Twelve members of the City Troop, adorned as 
to their heads with immense bearskin caps, 
were selected to guard the body, and took up 
their position in threes around the catafalque. 
THE KNIGHTS TEMPLAR, 

with their venerabie-looking chaplain, dressed 

in his full robes, the members of tue local com- 
mittees, and the remainder of the escort there- - 
upon withdrew, and the workmen resumed 
their task of putting the finishing touches to 
the arches, the pavilion, and the catafalque, 
leaving the dead under the care of tne béarskin- 
capped guard. The park was opened to a few, 
who were provided with during the after- 
neon and evening, at which latter time the pa- 
vilion electric lights were all turned on, but 
none others were admitted to the silent pos- 

ainets which inclosed the dead. 

THE WORKMEN KEPT HAMMERING AWAY 
alinight. The necessity for their doing so is 
naturally depiored, and generally looked updn 
as about the only circumstance which may be 
said to mar 60 solemn an oocasion. The remains 
will not be exposed to public view either in the 
public square or at the cemetery. The time for 
that has passed. When the casket was seated in 
Washington yesterday it was sealed for good, 
and the unrecognizable features of what was 
once so grand a combination of manly strength 
and beauty will henceforth be very properly bid 
from the public's gaze. The park will be thrown 
open tomorrow, however, and & stream of hu- 
manity will pass through to gaze, not on the 
body, but on the velyet-covered casket which 
incioses it. 

THE WIND I8 HOWIANG OVER THB CITY 
tonight, and there are indications of a heavy 
rain-storm, but a detachment of the Fire De- 
partment and tire-patrol people are stationed in 
the square, prepared to cover the approaches to 
the catafalque with tarpaulins in case the wind 
should drive the rain in towards the casket. The

this sort will scarcely be viewed as an irrepara- 
ble damage. Memorial services. wiil be 
held in all the churches tomorrow, 
and the funeral services Monday will 
being to this already overcrowded city hordes of 
people who will breathe f6rth sighs and muffled 
imprecations at the lamentadle lack of hotel and 
Other accoiumodations afforded, or, rather, not 
afforded. 
MRA. GARFIELD, 

while able to restrain her feelings in public, 
gave way on reaching her carriage to the load of 
grief which oppressed her, and presented to 
those who were with her and saw her the sor- 
rowful and pitiable spectacle of one overcome 
by a heartrending  afiliction. She grew 
calmer uuder tho consolations of 
her friends, however, and once more 
seomed to have fortified herseif by a 
resolution to bear up under her woes. Gen. 
Garfieid’s mother also arrived bere to-day, and 
is represented as being overwhelmed with grief 
and uarecoiciiabie to her loss. The children 
are doiug bravely, and their example will proba- 
bly not be without its good results. 

Wi. A. u. GRIER, OF HAZLETON, A., 
telegraphed S. T. Everett today that he would 
be here tomorrow, and was earnestiy desirous 
of attending the funeral Monday, and of paying 
his last tribute of respect to the dead President. 
Mr. Grier will probably be remembered as the 
original Gartield man in the Chicago Conven- 
tion, who voted fur Gen. Garfield from the 
start, and finally had the satistaction of seeing 
his choice the nominee of the convention.

THE ARCHES. 

The floral decorations on the triple arches 
spanning Superior street, at the east and west 
side of Monumental Park, running through the 
square, were designed by Miss E. L. Grant, of 
Clevelacd. She recetved notice at noon Thurs- 
day, and commenced work at 8 p. m. with a 
force of men and girls, sleeping but two hours 
each night until the work was completed today. 
The floral centre- piece of the west arch consists 
ot a Maltese cross surmounted bya dove, with 
union shield at base. The latter is draped. 
Then ascending to the Maltese 
cross is a Garfield ladder, with twelve rungs, on 
each of which is inscribed one of the steppmg 
stones of his life, en route from the tow-path to 
the Presidency. The floral pieces over the 
two side arches area lyre with broken strings, 
anda broken column surmounted by a Gove. 
On the latter column is a wreath within which 
is inscribed Our Loss.” The foundation of 
all these elegant and very large dcsigns are 
immortelies, grasses, and wheats, The finer 
work on each of the designs is composed 
of rosebuds, tuberoses, carnations, tilics, 
smilax, and very choice everiastings. 
The east triple arch spanning Supe- 
rior street, at the east endof the park, has a 
central floral piece and twp pieces. The central 
piece is a large cross, auctor at the base, u barp 
draped, and sheaf of wheat and sickle. The 
cross is eighteen fect high, and the harp rests 
nguinst one side of the stem of the cross under 
the arm, and the sheaf and sickle on the other. 
One of the side pieces of the east triple arch 
was designed asa compliment to the Knignts 
Templar, of which the deceased was a member. 
It consisted of across drapedin white and a 
Knight Templar crown of scariet giadioias, The 
other side- piece was a cross and anchor. 

IN ADDITION TO THESE, 
for the entafalque, Was 4 broken column, 
crowned with purple.immortelics. ‘The body of 
the column, of white immortelles, was draped 
iu white, and this foundation. ia purple immor- 
telles, was inseribed with Our Friend.“ Choice 
rosebuds finished this superb piece of floral 
work. At the base of all tne foregoing designs 
were rubber trees, tropical ferns, begonia, and 
other rare tropical plants. Every piece as a work 
of art will bear the closest inspection. The 
arches spanning Ontario street at the north and 
south sides of pe pe K had no floral ornaments. 
All the arches, Inciu one at the cemetery 
gate, were designed. by A. Kombier. The 
| central arches on the eust and west sides 
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of Park avenue twenty-eight feet wide 
and forty feet high. and side arches thirtees by 
thirty feet. Both structures are sixty feet high, 
and each ia surmounted by an eagle, with the 
American flag at half-mast, and the flags-of all 
nations. The posts supporting these archés are 
six by ten feet. The main arches spanning On- 
tario street at the north and south sides of the 
park are twenty-one feet wide, thirty feet 
high, and havea double gate in monumental 
style. Theside arches each have a singie gate 
of the same style. The keystone of the north 
and south arches are surmounted by an eagle, 
each of which has a wreath of immortelles 
around its neck. N 
ruk INSCRIPTIONS 
are few. The west arch has on the keystone 
“A Nation Mourns,” and the names of the 
States, equally divided, on the western face of 
the south posts of the main arch. 
AT THE CEMETERY. 

The main arch at the cemetery is twenty-six 
feet wide and forty feet high, and the side 
arches are seven by twenty-six feet—all draped 
in black. The total hight is seventy feet. The 
style is Gothic, and the inscription Come 
Home to Rest.” 


THE FUNERAL TRAINS. 
FROM ALTOONA TO CLEVELAND. 

ALTOONA, Pa., Sept. 24.—The funeral train left 
here at 1:66 a. m. Officers who accompanied the 
funeral train with the remains of President Gar- 
field report there was One continuous demon- 
stration all along the line. At the larger towns 
great numbers of people assembled, and at the 
residences between stations lights were dis- 
played in the hands of the occupants, At Al- 
toona a great number of people were afsembicd 
around the station, estimated at 10,000, At 
Lewiston the track was strewn with flowers. 
Especiaily large demonstrauons were noticeable 
at Huntingdon and Tyrone. 

THROUGH PENNSYLVANIA. 

Pitrsspura, Pa., Sept. 2%.—The President's 
funeral train left Altoona on time, and passed 
Johnstown at 3:15 a.m. About 8,000 people had 
congregated at the depot, with uncovered 
heads, and all were silent. The bells of all the 
churebes, echool-heuses, and engine companies 
were tolled. Derry Station was reached at 4:30 
o'clock. Hundreds were gathered there, and 
the same sons Were enacted. 

AT PITTSBURU. 
Speeial Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

Prrrsnond. Pa., Sept. 24.—Pittsburg was wide 
awake last night, and bundreds were on the 
streets long before daylight anxiously awaiting 
the arrival of the train bearing the remains of 
President Garfield. At 5:20 the bells commenced 
to toll, announcing the approach of the funeral 
train. The train was announced to arrive at 
5:41, but two minutes before the time was up 
the engine to which the cortége was attached 
slowly made its way down the tracks of the Fort 
Wayne Railroad to a point immediately to 
the right of the depot buildings. The train 
consisted of a baggage-car, the car containing 
the body, and four sleepers occupied by the fam- 
ily of the deceased, the Cabinet, and invited 
guests. The train was heavily draped tn mourn- 
ing, and presented a very sombre appearance. 
The body was in the second car. in cnarge of a 
squad of artilierymen, consisting of a Lieuten- 
ant, Sergeant, and seven men. The black cou 
was

and two crosses of palm-leaves. It occupied the 
centre of the car, and was elevated toa heights 
which enubled the crowd to see it through 
the open window. About the time 
the train crossed the city line 
and the first solemn note of the bell sounded 
from the tower of the city-hall, a cloud swept 
across the sky and draped the face of the sun 
in black, as though the heavens reflected the 
gloom of. the earth below. The bells in the 
churcbes throughout the city took up the mel- 
ancholy refrain, and as the train swept towards 
the Union Depot the solemn harmony circied 
the vocal tokens of the people's sorrow to the 
furthest borders of the city. For ten miles or 
more out on the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
at all the stations and stopping places. 
the stillness at the hour of daybreak was 
broken by the soft tread of feet and the low- 
tuned conversation of the thousands who had 
gathered to watch the funeral train as it bur- 
ried past. An hour of waiting for some had 
only served to increase the interest in 
TIE MELANCHOLY EVENT 
which first inspired it. Allegheny was deemed 
the best point to obtain a glimpse of the solemn 
pageant by thousands of people, and as carly as 
balf-past 4 o’cloek the crowd commenced to 
swarm across tbe various bridges. In 
a very sbort time all the available space 
at the street crossings and along the track 
was occupied by an eager yet subdued throng, 
and the stream of later comers and residents 
of Allegheny generally turned their faces 
toward the parks, where the best view could 
be obtained. The crowds at the advantageous 
points were made up of persons of all ages and 
conditions—old men and women leaning on their 
staffs for support, little children too young to 
comprebend the import of the gathering, work- 
ingmen and women with lunca-baskets on their 
arms, who gladiy deprived themselves of an 
hour or two of sleep in order that they might by 
their presence pay the last tribute of respect to 
THE DEAD CHIEF— 
all were there, and the sad expression on the 
faces of all, the absence of the jostling and 
angry words usual in the strife for the best 
place, plainly showed the subduing influences 
of the great sorrow. At 5:20 the first deep tone 
of the bell at the City- Hull sounded through the 
heavy air and assured the people that the train 
had reached the eastern border of the town. 
Then came the nearér notes of the Allegheny 
fire-alarm bell, and at last the belis of all schools 
and churches sweiled the waves of sound and 
increased the subdued excitement of the throng. 
By this time probably 5,000 persons were gath- 
ered along the tracks. As day broke and the 
gun rose the crowd grew more rapidly, and the 
rails were walled in with compact masses of 
people. At last, when every foot of space along 
the track from Marion street to the outer depot, 
a mile’s length, was packed with people, when 
every object that could susthia weight bore its 
load of humanity, and when the hands of time- 
pieces marked 6:20, there was heard 
THE CLEAR RING OF A LOCOMOTIVE BELL, 
and the word passed along The train is com- 
ing. As the heavily-draped front of Engine 
27 showed itself every man’s hat was lifted, and 
every head bent eagerly, but reverently, for- 
ward, and every eye gazed intently at the slow- 
moving train freiguted with the loved dead and 
the stricken living. All eyes fastened on the 
second car of the six forming the train, 
through whose crape-curtafmed windows could 
be seen the casket containing the President's 
inanimate clay, with its surroundings of beau- 
tiful floral tributes. From the park bridge fell 
a shower of flowers upon the shrouded engine 
and upon the track before it. It was a sight 
that 
WILL BE KEPT LONG IN THE MEMORY 

of those who witnessed fl. As the last car faded 
in the distance the vast crowd lingered a few 
minutes, then rapidly melted away. At 7:05 the 
second section of the funeral train thundered 
through the parks, though but very few persons 
waited to note its passing, for the interest of the 
people had died out with the slow fading from 
view of the first train. After the second train 
had cleared the yard work was resumed among 
the tracks at the outer depot,and the intér- 
rupted buatie, and roar, and clang was taken up, 
while the body of tne dead President rolled 
towards its grave at the Forest City. 

AT ALLEGHUENY CITY. 

At 5:54 the train drew out of the depot and 
slowly crossed the bridge to Allegheny City, 
where the car bearing the Cleveland committee 
wus attached to the train. As many more peo- 
ple as had assembled in Pittsburg lined the 
tracks through Allegheny City and the parks 
along the line of the railroad. Where it passes 
through the West Park the tracks were covered 
with plauts in full bioom and beautiful and ex- 
pressive floral utes. The train steamed out 
of Allegheny City at 6:20, amid the tolling of 
bells, but there were no other demonstrations. 

THE SECOND TRALN, 

bearing Senators, Representatives, ete., arrived 
in Pittsburg at 6:17, and stopped for breakfast, 
after which they continued on thelr way to 
Cleveland, ' 

| A SPECIAL TRAIN 
containing representatives of the Western and 
Eastern journals and sixty-two members of 
Garfield's Cotomandery’ Knights Templar ar- 
rived over the Baltimore & Ohio Raliroad from 
Washington about half-past 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing. After breakfasting at the Mouvuongahela 
House, the party left for Cleveland by the Pitte- 
burg & Lake Erie Koad. ' 

The second train left Altoona at 2:15 a. m., 
with two locomotives. There were several hun- 
dred peopie in the depot, many of whom were 
ladies. At 4:45 the train reached Derry, Pa., 
where it stopped for water. Many peopie of both 


sexes were in waiting along the track at that 
unseemly hour to see the trains pass. 
AT DERRY 

we were thirty minutes behind the G@rst train. 
After daylight people could be seen in bunches 
of from ten to fifty,even more sometimes, at 
many different points along the line of the road. 
The nearer Pittsburg the train approached, the 
more frequent became the crowds. All the 
small stations were Alled with men, women, and 
children. 

The train arrived at Pittsburg at 6:17 a. m. 
where breakfast was taken. The fuvera)! train 
passed here about twenty minutes ago. It 
stopped for about fifteen minutes, but break- 
fast was not partaken ot. Very féw people 
were to be seen when we arrived in Pittsburg. 


AT WELISVILLE, VO. 

ALLIANOR, O., Sept. 24—11:30 a. m.—The fu- 
neral train made another stop at Wellsville 
Junction, about a mile from Wellsville, to take 
in water. ‘Khe car-shops of the company are 
located bere, and the employés with their wives 
and children were assembled in a body to wit- 
ness the passing of the trains. Across the front 
of one of the shops was stretched a wide can- 
vas, on which was painted ia prominent letters 
the followng: We mourn our dead Presi- 
dent.” The people stood quietly Dy When the 
train stopped, scarcely one of them moving 
until after it started. 

At Wellsville proper there stood a large crowd, 
and, as the funeral train stopped for some time, 
the assemblage had an opportunity to partially 
gratify their curiosity. Ex-President Hayes, 
Secretaries Blaine and Lincoln, and Postmaster- 
General James sat at open windows facing the 
people, Many men shook hands with the dis- 
tingulſded gentiemen, and as the train moved 
out of the depot they followed it until it was 
impossible to doso further. Someof the women 
took their little children up to the car window 
to have them shake hands. In one instance 
Postmaster-Geperai James took a little child up 
and kissed it. At one of the stations a large 
number of the male portion of the crdwd were 
in a kneeling position as the train passed.

HENRY WARD BEECHER. 
HIS EULOGY OF GARFIELD. 

New Tonk. Sept. 24.—The entire village of 
Peekskill tried to pack itself last evening into 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church to partici- 
pate in the memorial services to the late Presi- 
dent which bad been arranged for ata mass 
meeting of the citizens on Tuesday evening last. 
The church is the largest in town, but it was en- 
tirely too small to accommodate the throng, and 
even after the Presbyterian church adjoining 
had been packed with an overflow meeting there 
was still a great crowd in the street unabie to 
gct into either of the buildings. The fact that 
the Kev. Henry Ward Beecher was to deliver an 
address was sufficient of itself to draw the peo- 
pie, and they went thither from miles around to 
hear their great townsman speak on the subject 
of the untversal sorrow. Chauncey M. Depew aiso 
went back to his native town to participate iu 
the expsession of the popular wo. Gen. Husted 
also was on the list of speakers, which embraced 
all the pastors in town as well. The services 
opened with tne exquisit rendering of an anthem 
by a large volunteer choir, when Thomas Nel- 
son, the Chairman of the Committee of Ar- 
raggements, opened the speechmaking with a 
few remarks, advising all to get the lesson of 
fraternal forbearance which the tragedy pointed, 
and introduced as the Chairman of the evening 
Mr. Frederick W. Seward, who made a brief in- 
troductory address. After the adoption by a 
rismg vote of aset of resolutions prepared by 
Calvin Frost, the Chairman intreduced Mr. 
Beecher, saying: We will be addressed by a 
fellow-townsman whom you all know.” 


MR. BEECHER’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Beecher was listened to in the deepest 
Silence; and, though he spoke in a low, siow 
voice, not a word was lost to a single ear. He 
said: “Thetime will come when we shall have 
a right to expect from competent minds a care- 
fuland elaborate biograpby of President Gar- 
field, It ill becomes us at this time, when we 
are all under a cloud, in deep sympathy with 
one another, that | should take the time in 
flights of fancy and in eloquent periods. This 
is a funeral service. We are gatherea together 
tonight as a household would be gathered where 
the father had been stricken down. We are not 
alone in our sorrow. The world today mourns. 
Not even when Lincoln was slain was there 
such universal sympathy. America was then 
disesteemed by many, little esteemed by 
more, foved by few; bat now no other 
nation commands more universal respect, and 
respect not for the trappings of monareby, 
not for governmental display, but because she 
has become at once full of strength, brave, hon- 
est, and noble; and there is not an organized 
Government in the universal world that bas not 
had its pulse quickened by the impending sor- 
row that has come upon us. Crowned. beads. 
chief Ministers, men of Legislatures every- 
where, and Parllaments, the nobiest and the 
highest, and chiefly the noble Queen of our 
mother country, all have taken home this sor- 
row into their own household and made it their 
own, and tonight we are one with the English 
speak mg world; we are one with the éivilized 
world, speaking in every tongue, but with one 
heart and one thought of sorrow and sympathy. 
The brave man has gone. I would not say that 
President Garfield was endowed before all men. 
but be inherited the best gifts that God 
ever gives to man when he is born, for 
that which his mother bestowed upon him 
was a wholesome cunstitution. an equabic 
temperament, and a noble example of virtue, 
industry, and frugality. These were as birth- 
gifts given to bim, and be did not fritter them 
away. From his earliest life be has shown the 
one traitof high ideais and perseverance. He 
fought against poverty and trod it under foot. 
He rose from obscurity and shone asa star. He 
fought against every adverse circumstance, 
When the country demanded that none of ber 
sons shopid quail be pressed forward, and his 
military history is marked with the saine traits 
that are so conspicuoys throughout his whole 
career; and now be that stood where mighty 
batteries were beiching forth death on every 
side, and on the fieid where thousands of bullets 
were flying, bas falien beneath the single bulict 
of a dastardly assasin, and when he lay upon the 
bed of sickness, the same traits were copspicu- 
ous. He met death, and grappied with it. For 
a jong time it look ed as it he would master death. 
Alas! no, He was ripe. The measure of his 
giory had been filled to him. There was given 
to him, as to the illustrious Lincoln, 

THE CROWN OF MARTYRDOM, 
There is nota man worthy of the name that 
does not just as much honer the name of Gar- 
neld as it he bad beipedto elect him. There is 
no more conflict, only the calm of untversal 
peace. I look with admiration on the man. with 
profound sympethy upon those who are nearest 
to him, but even greater admiration upon the 


Nation of which he was the illustrious head. He 
was taken as if ina moment. but nothing fey 
with bim—no law, no practice, no institution, no 
interest. The vast machinery did not even stop 
for one single moment, every wheel iu its Place 
still went on, for the Government of the Unite 
States is the people of the United States, and 
man can move or assume an authority which re. 
stricts or supplants the umversal citizenship, 
He had left bis post to another and un honoreg 
man, for woom let us invoke all sym. 
pathy from a Divine source while he takes 
upon himself the onerous duties ths 
he must perform.

While, 
in common with our whole Nation, we keenly 
feel the great loss and mourn him as a martyr, 
we belleve bis death win serve to draw 
all sections of the Union more closely 
together, and that bis nobie character will 
be the inspiration for the purification of Gov- 
ernment. The widow and family bave our pro- 
foundest sympathy. In Mrs. Garfield's tender 
devotion at ber busband’s bedside, and in the 
beautiful'spirit she manifested during the great 
trial, we see a touching illustrativa of Cristian 
womaphood. 

WE APPRECIATE PECULIARLY 

the trying position of President Arthur, with 
confidenoe in his integrity and with asincere de- 
sire that he may receive the codperation of all 
good citizens in every effort looking toward the 
welfare of the country. It is our earnest hope 
and prayer that his term of office may result ia 
great blessing to the Nation. We are deeply 
grateful for the touching expressions of sympa- 
thy in Germany and other lands.”

Faulkenburg, B. C. Kehbrand, Erastus Wells, 
Gen. George H. Shields, Col. A. W. Swaybavk, 
Gen. M. W. Noble, Col. H. Krum, Emi! 
Preeterians, the Hors. John F. Darby, M. 
H. Lightner, Gustave St. Gern. Albert 
Toda, and Capt. Silas Buer. George Noble, 
Chairman of the committee, then introduced a 
long series of resolutions, the chief points of 
which are as follows:

and happiness of his fellow-citizens; a God- 
fearing man, the fit ruler of a Christian people. 

Resolved, That ia connection with the life of 
our beloved President we recognize the 
undying affection and unwavering love. 
the tender solicitude and exaited character 
of his aged motner and patient wife as worthy 
the respect aud admiration of the Nation, and 
we extend to them and all bis afflicted family 
our most heartfelt ¢ympathy. 

Hesolved. That we attribute the act of the 
asexsin wholly to ais own foul purpose and a 
beart fatally bent upon mischicf, toa brutal- 
ized soul steeped in fraud and hypocricy, 
and impelled to its cruel b 
batred and malice toward ali mankind; that we 
deem that the biow struck the President as iu 
effect 1 — the Government, stability of 
our civic institutions, and society itself, and 
thus at each one of us inf our possessions, our 
homes, and our persons; but a blow against 
which no form of government or 
of laws cun adequately uud. that 
we utte:ly condemo the thoucht it shall 
be attempted to ne private grievances 
dy acts of personal violence, and we declare 
that the act of assassination was not only with- 
out the sihtest palliation or excuse, but that 
it willever remain without sympathy from and 
absolutely abborred by all American citizens.

By a peculiar cvinci- 
dence the funeral train on the Pennsylvania 
Road and the special press train on the Balti- 
more & Ohio pulled into Pittsburg on the differ- 
ent roads at exactly the same moment, the 
Pennsyivania train having left Washington at 5 
o'clock and the Baltimore & Ohio special at 8 
o'clock. This difference of three hours from 
Washington to Pittsburg was exactly the difer- 
ence in time made from Pittsburg to Cieveland, 
the funeral and the press trains leaving Pitts- 
burg at the same moment, the Baltimore & Ohio 
arriving bere at 10:20 and the funeral train at 
1:20. The press train was detained nearly two 


bours by 
A FRIGHTFUL CASUALTY, 

resulting in the death of six sechon- men and 
mortally wounding a seventh, ou the Pittsburg 
& Lake Erie Road. It was, beyond all question, 
the sheer recklesness of the section- men which 
caused their death. A pilot-train wasrun twen- 
ty minutes ahead of the press, and warned the 
seetion-men of the coming of the special at & 
very high rate of speed. Notwithstanding this 
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caution and a previous Knowledge that the 
train was to de run, the nine men in the party 
lifted their hand-car upon the track immediate- 


cross the exceedingly high trestie-work over 
Beaver Creek, near Follston. The consequence 
was that the special struck the Dand-car 
MIDWAY ON THE BRIDGE 
with awful result. One man and the hand-car 
landed on the pilot of the engine, the man lying 
under the car, crushed toa perfect wreck. An- 
other man, most borribiy was left 
banging to the trestie, and fourjothers hurled to 
the sandy bed of the river, taree killed outright 
and the other mortally injured. Two men made 
the terrible leap of sixty feet to the sand below 
and escaped without injury. The train was 
moving at a tremendous speed at the time. and. 
as soon as possible, it was halted and backed to 
the bridge, and everthing possible done for the 
eu ferers. 
DR. TOWNSEND, HEALTH OFFICER OF WASH- 
INGTON, 
who was the first physician to reach President 
Garfield after he was shot, was on the train with 
the Columbia Commandery, and did everything 
in bis power to help the dying men. It was the 
determination on the start to run the special 
press through to Cleveland at the highest rate 
of speed. This bad to be done in order to reach 
Cleveland abead of the funeral train, whica left 
Washington so far ahead of the special. Every 
possibie precaution was taken, and the time 
made by the train was very remarkable, the 
running time averaging nearly, if not quite, 
forty-five miles per bour for the entire dis- 
tance. Ia all. the stops and Celays aggregated 
four hours, leaving the actual runuſug time but 
ten hours and twenty minutes. With the ex- 
ception of the dreadful fate met by the section- 
men, 

THROUGH THEIR OWN RECKI.FSNESS, 
nothing happened to mar the journey. The 
newspaper correspondents arrived three hours 
ahead of the funeral train, and actually an 
hour ahead of the newspaper men who left 
Washington on the 10:30 a. m. train Friday over 
the Pennsylvania. The Columbia Commandery 
were present at the arrival of the funeral train 
at Euclid avenue station iu this city, three miles 
from the Union depot.

Pitrsscra, Pa., Sept. 2%.—The Chronicle's 
special from Beaver Falls, Pa., says the train 
containing the journalists gotng to Cleveland 
via the Pittsburg & Lake Eric Railroad ran into 
a hand- gar on Beaver Run bridge about 8 o'clock 
this morning, killing four men outright, and 
injuring two others, one of whom wilidie. One 
man jum sixty feet to the ground and saved 
his life. he men were carpenters, working on 
the ruilroad bridge ut Beaver Fall, ou their way 
to their work.

FATAL EXPLOSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

BELLEVILLE, Out., Sept. 24.—One of the most 
terribie and fatal accidents that ever occurred 
in this vicinity took place yesterday afternoon, 
between 8 and 7 o'clock, at the farm of Mr. 
George Caldwell. of Tburiow, and about oue and 
a half miles east of Scissons Hiils. Mr. Owen 
Hill's steam thrasber had been engaged during 
the day by Mr. Caldwell, and through some de- 
fect of the gage or curelesness on the part of 
the engineer the head of steam carried was not 
fully known. The consequence was that the 
boiler of the thrashker cxploded with terrific 
force, tearing everything into pieces. and 

SCATTERING DEATH AND DESTRUCTION 
on all sides. Inson, the thrasher, who wis eu- 
gaged near the cylindéy at the time the explo- 
sion occurred, was struck by pieces of the sbat- 
tered engine, and his ekull was badly crushed. 
He died almost instantly. Andrew Floyd, 
who also stood near by, was 
blown fully twenty-tive yards from the engine, 
and bis abdomen was torn open so that his bow- 
els protruded. Death was almost instantaneous 
in his cuse also. William Malcom, son of Mr. 
Willian Malcom, of this city, and who was 
formerly foreman of the rus- 
house here, wus instantly Killed. 
lie was employed on the machine and was a 
romising young man of about 20 yeurs. Miss 
‘jola Caldwell, daughter of George Caldwell. 
aged Il. who was near the machine watching 
operations, was struck by a piece of the engine 
aud had her neck broken. She, too, died in a 
few moments. 

THE WOUNDED. 

But these casualties, horribie as they are, did 
not complete the iajuries inflicted upon life and 
limb. Mr. Caldweil himseif was seriously but it 
is tuourht not fataily wounded. Heury Garvin 
was dangerously iojured and may die. 
Charles Gerken was also painfully 
injured. The engine was shattered into 
a hundred pieces, and part of it was driven into 
the barn, setting fire to the straw. By great et- 
forts the flames were extingulsbed before they 
had done much damage. The scene at 
the barn after the accident baf- 
fles description. The anguish of the 
bereaved riends being heartrending in 
the extreme. Whiie some cared for the wounded 
others gathered about the mutiiated forms of 
the killed andrent the air with their cries. 
Strong, active men who afew moments before 
were exchanging greetings aud anticiputed 
nothing but bappiness lay upon the 

ound bleeding and dead. The little girl 
Viola was not mutilated, and her death was 80 
sudden that her counteuance retained a natural 
expression in death.

STRUCK BY A TRAIN.

Fr. Pau, Minn., Sept. 24.—Avout 11 o'clock 
this forenooo, as the passenger-train on the 
Manitoba Road pulled out of East Side Junction, 
Minneupolis, a wagou containing one old man 
and two little chiidren—a boy and giri—sudden- 
ly appeared on the crossing. The engine struck 
the horse, throwing aim, the vehicle, and its oc- 
cupants partially across the track abead of the 
locomotive. instantly killing the horse and crush- 
ing the wagon to atoms. The old man was 
dragged under the train for some distance and 
was instantly killed, his body being mangied in 
a terrible manuer. The little girl, a beautiful 
child of 3 years old, had ber limbs crushed in 
the wheels and her little body so terribly man- 
pied as to cause deatu in afew moments. The 
boy. apparently 7 or 8 years old, seems to have 
been thrown agaiust the rail or sume object in 
the street, cutting bis head and face badiy. ‘The 
bodies of the victims of the catastrophe were 
tenderly cared for by the bystanders, and a 
physician wus calted toattend the little boy, 
when it was found that his skuli had been 
fractured by a biow on tune temple. 
He was unconscious. There were no papers on 
the body of che man. who was evidently a farm- 
er. by which to identify bim. but it was learned 
later that he was a Mr. Crandail, and the little 
ones with him were ois grandchildren. He lived 
with his soa near thecity. The iittic boy will 
probably die from bis injuries. crossing is 
a dangerous one, piles of lumber and cars on the 
side-tracks shutting off the view from the road.

Tue funeral train bearing the remains of 
President Garfield arrived in Cleveland at 
1:17 p. m. yesterday. An immense throng 
had gathered around the depot waiting its 
arrival. The coffin was taken from the 
funeral car by fourteen men of the regular 
army, under command of Lieut. Weaver, and 
borne to the hearse which eonveyed it to 
the catafalque erected in the public square. 
The guard of honor consisted of Gens. Sher- 
man, Sheridan, Hancock, Meigs, and Drum, 
Admirals Nichols, Rodgers, and Porter. 


“Such a spectacle,” says the London 
Times, ** has never before been presented as 
the mourning with which the whole civilized 
world is honoring the late President Gar- 
field.“ The sorrow at his untimely death 
seems to be genuine and universal in En- 
gland, and Englishmen are greatly pleased 
at the Queen's ordering the Court into mourn- 
ing. In many of the Episcopal and Eyangel- 
ical churches today the pastors will refer to 
the death of President Garfield in their sér- 
mons, and in some cases memorial services 
will be held,

Tn suggestion which has been made to 
change the name of the South Park to Gar- 
field Park is an excellent one, and should be 
acted upon immediately. Hitherto the two 
parks have been designated South and East, 
because it has been impossible to settléupon 
a name of a person that would be proper 
under the circumstances, Grant was at one 
time suggested, but as Gen. Grant is stil 
living it was abandoned. We have several 
parks named for great men who have passed 
away—Lincoin, Jefferson, Douglas, Wash- 
ington, and Ilumboldt. The d@ath of Presi- 
dent Gartield now makes it eminently proper 
that his name should be given to the South 
Park at least, and if it be considered proper 
the East Park could be reserved to take Gen. 
Grant’s name when he passes away. Should 
any steps be taken in the future to erect a 
memorial to the great and good deceased 
President, Garfield Park would be a fitting 
place for it. Now is the time to move in 
this matter, for at this time more than any 
other it will be a graceful tribute to remem- 
ber him by such an appellation. Unless the 
Commissioners can show some reason why 
the name shoug$ not be ysed they should 
christen the park at o The entire city 
Will applaud them. 


GARFIELD’S LINEAGE. 

„Great men are the sons of great mothers.” 
Eliza Garfield, the mother of the late James 
A. Garfieli, has demonstrated her titie to 
greatness, regardless of her descent, in the 
care and training of her great son. But she 
sprang from a race of Christian heroes. The 
Ballous of Rhode Island trace their lineage 
back to the Huguenots—to one Maturin 
Ballou, who fled from France on the revoca- 
tion of the Eaict of Nantes, and settled in 
the Roger Williams Colony. It was he who 
raised the “Elder Ballou meeting-house,”’ 
which still stands as a sort of Mececa, where 
the Ballous annually celebrate the glories uf 
their ancestors, One of the Ballous was as 
poor as the Widow Garfield when she split 
rails with which to “fence in” the little 
log-cabin in which James was born. He 
Was a preacher at the time of the first revo- 
lution, conscientiously opposed to receiving 
pay for his ministrations. und yet so poor 
that luis son in learning to write was com- 
pelled to use birch-bark in lieu of paper and 
charcoal instead of pen and ink.” This son 
was Hosea Ballou, 

This is the stock whence the noble mother 
of the dead President sprang. On the father’s 
side he came from Massachusetts Revolu— 
tionary stock. His great-grandfather and his 
great-uncle fought against England in 1776. 
Abraham Garfield was at the battle of Con- 
cord, and was called, with John Hoar, the 
great-grandfather of Senator George F. oar. 


as a witness for the Province to prove | 


that the British troops committed an unpro- 
voked breach of the peace in firing first upon 
the handful of militia assembled at Concord 
bridge.“ 

Edward Garfield, the ancesto: of these 
Revolutionary soldiers and of James A. Gar- 
field, came from the borders of Wales to 
Massachusetts in 1636, and, according to a 
family tradition, on the passage married a 
German woman. Thus the blood that flowed 
in Garfield’s veins came from three great 
sources; and in his character there seems to 
have been united the 2 qualities 
of all- the obstinate thoroughness and force- 
fulness of the German, the stern de- 
votion to principle of the Puritan, and 
the religious feryor of the Huguenot. 
Garfield had a great admiration - for 
German character and a fondness for Ger- 
man literature. He loved to go back of En- 
gland, as it were, for the root of the English 
stock. In one of his biographies it is stated 
that he once said; “England is not the 
Fatherland of the English-speakipg people. 
Our real ancient home, the real Fatherland of 
our race, is the ancient forests of Germany.” 

Again, the country is indebted for @ great 
character of its history to a New England 
ancestry, New England habits, training, and 
integrity. Garfield's grandfather made a 
long pilgrimage away from New England to 
the then wilds of Western New Tork; his 
father made a still longer pil te the 
wilderness of Obw; dut each carried 
with him the industrious habits, the 


thrift, and energy of New England. 
These ancestors of Garfield both fol- 
lowed the plow. Neither had the advan- 
tages of education, but both knew the 
value of culture as New-Englanders seem to 
intuitively. Indeed, it Is most natural they 
should, for New England is the cradle of the 
American educational system as well as the 
cradle of American liberty. Harvard College 
was founded in 1686. Every New England 
colonist was conipelled by law not only to 
support the common school, but to send his 
children to it; and Massachusetts was one of 
the first States to incorporate in its Constitu- 
tion (1780) an educational article. The New- 
Englander realizea that liberty could no 
more exist without education than without 
law. Patriotism went hand in hand with 
culture in the theory and practice of 
the New-Englander. He sent his chil 
dren to school to learn their a, b. e; 
protested against the injustice of the 
stamp act; threw the cargo of obnoxious 
tea into the sea; fonght like a hero at 
Concord, Lexington, and Bunker lUiill, 
in the first revolution, and was among the 
first to march to the defense of the Capital in 
the second revolution. Moral and intelleet- 
ual culture made the New-Englander 
ashamed of numan slavery as an institution 
of his country, and he inaugurated a war of 
extermination against it. He protested 
against it in the halls of Congress, and in the 
person of Charles Sumner was stricken to 
earth. He colonized Kansas to make it free, 
John Brown sprang from New England 
stock, and in his stormy life and heroic 
death exemplified the principle of resistance 
to wrong regardless of consequences to self, 
which has always distinguished the typical 
New-Englander. For the principle of 
equality of human rights he staked ali and 
lost, as John Hampden did two hundred 
years before. But in losing they triumphed, 
for not only were the principles of justice 
and right for which they contended soon 
firmly established, but death promoted them 
to an eternity of fame. 

This is the character of the stock whence 
Garfield sprung: a stock whose roots pro- 
duced heroes and martyrs in Germany, En- 
gland, and France centuries ago; a stock 
whose industry has caused the sterile soil of 
New Enagiand to blossom as the rose, Whose 
love of learning has made it the centre of 
culture, whose love of liberty has made it 
the home of patriots, and whose integrity 
has made it the citadel of American hong@r, 
whether in peace or war. 

Gartield’s lineage was noble indeed, but 
from none of the hard conditions of success 
in life did it exempt him. He was subjected 
to all the pains, penalties, and mortifications 
of obscurity and poverty. To prove his 
worthiness of descent from the preachers 
and soldiers of 1776, he must @nter upon the 
rugged way of toil. By the advice and with 
the aid of his devoted mother he took the 
first step, and after that the stars fought for 
him in their courses. Cheered by his mother 
and helped humbly by his brother, he made 
great strides along the pathway of learning. 
The way was often rugged, the ascent steep, 
but he had a great heart, the will of a giant. 
and no hill difficulty appalled him. So 
he strode onward and upward toward 
martyrdom and deathless fame. For 
the country called him to the field, to its 
lower legislative hall, then to the upper hall, 
and finally, and quickly—for now the scene 
moves rapidly to the great consummation of 
a people's pride, hope, and joy, of a people's 
ery of grief—to the first place, to the place 
of many a towering ambition, but not of his. 
On the eve of his inauguration he said to his 
college classmates—and no man doubts his 
word now: 


This honor comes to me vnsought. I never bad 
the Presidéntial fever—not even for a day: nor 
have Littooight. I nase no fecling of elation 
in view of the position I am called upon to fill. | 
would thank God were Ltoday a [ree lange In the 
House or ip the Senate. But it is not to be, and 
I will go furward to meet the responsibilities and 
discharve the duties that are Yelore me witb ali 
the tirmuess aud ability lL can comm and. 


And he did go forward, with what ability 
and what firmifess the country is aware. In 
four months he won the confidence and af- 
fection of the whole people. In four months 
he justified the high expectations of his mest 
enthusiastic friends and silenced the mut 
murs of his enemies. In four months he 
proved that for his years of toil the gods 
had indeed given a vast fund of wisdom— 
moderation with courage, gentleness with 
firmness. In four months he demonstrated 
before all the world the worthiness of his 
descent from the Huguenots of France and 
the Puritans of England. Thus standing at 
the very apex of human glory, the grave 
opened to receive all that was mortal of the 
people’s idol. 


BISMARCK EN ROUTE TO CANOSSA. 

The remarkable events in Germany during 
the past few weeks, which have cuiminated 
in the appointment of. Bishop Korum to the 
See of Tréves, and that too withput demand- 
ing from him the customary oath of allegi- 
ance to the civil power, show that Priace 
Bismarck started out on the route to Canos- 
sx, from which his faee has been resolutely 
turned so long. That he completed the 
journey is by no means certain. It is much 
more likely that he met the Pope at some 
half-way station, and that they came to some 
tacit understanding as between the two ulti- 
mata of Germany and the Vatican, and have 
called a truce, for a time at least. There 
never can be an agreemeut as to the ulti- 
mata, for Germany will never consent to the 
validity of ecclesiastical appointments that 
have not been approved by the civil author- 
ity, and the Vatican will never consent that 
the State can make any laws that are bind- 
ing upon the Church without the consent 
of its head, but as between these two 
extremes a compromisé might be reached 
that would not involve radical con- 
cessions, and yet cover what Bis 
marck wants to effect. Indeed, It is already 
claimed by those who are ina position to 
know of what they are speaking that the 
Pope has agreed that the clergy shall abstain 
from all seditious agitations and practically 
obey the laws of the Empire. and that the 
German Gaverument in return Ras agreed 
that it will not inquire too closely into the 
qualifications of newly-a) » inted funetiona- 
ries, and that it will dispe with the observ- 
ance of certain comprouusing formalities, 
All the same, Prince Bismarck bas yielded 
more than he bas ever been disposed to do 
before, probably because his necessities were 
greater. In recogniging the appointment of 
Dr. Korum to the See of ‘Tréves he praetical- 
ly surrendered the May laws, and by legaliz- 
ing the dispatch of a Minister to the Vatican 
he has conspicuously recognized an enemy 


contempt, and even with extreme harshness, 

Thisis going a long ways towards Canossa, 
but the Chancellor’s political uecessities were 
so pressing that the journey had to be made, 
It may be that he recognized the impossibility 
of making much headway against a religious 
idea with physical feree, but it is more likety 
that the necessity to have the Ultramontanes 
for his political supporters was the paramount 
cause that has urged uim on to make the con- 
cessions. Ile has cenceived certain social re- 
forms, among them the insurance of work- 
ingmen against aceident and sickness by 
State aid, and also the formation of a State 
pension fund for thelr sapport in old age. 
To reise the money necessary to eatry ott 
these schemes, he has proposed a tobacco 
monopoly, which ſt 18 caledlated will add 
| $30,000.Q00 to the annual revenue of the Em-

pire. But to obtam this‘ large amount of

money, he must have the vote of a majority 
of the Reichstag. None of the Liberal see- 
tions will support such a plan, and the Ultra- 
montanes must be had; hence, and hence 
ohly, the Canossa journey. There are grave 
doubts expressed, however, whether the new 
alliance will effect such a result. Upon this 
point the Pall Mall Gazette says:

rds the insurance of the poorest class of 
workmen. Can they ibly within a year vote 
for a contribution of six millions? 51 
may be thaugut, will use all bis influence to 
effectuate an alliance between the faithful and 
their now repentant oppressors. But. ready as 
they hu ve shown themseives to fight and to suf- 
fer for the spiritual supremacy of the Supreme 
FPontif, the German Catholics have never beeu 
particularily submissive to him in purely tem- 
poral matters. Itis not of good omen for the 
rojected alliance det wee the Clericais and the 
*pancellor that the Germania, the leading Cler- 
ical organ, persists in denouncing the scheme of 
a tobacco monopoly. Still more significant are 
its repeated warnings that the satisfaction of 
the Catholics at the new ecclesiastical policy 
must not be taken to imply their approval of 
ail the political proposals of the Government. 
With these storm-signals still tlying, the semi- 
official press. which is already indulging in dithy- 
ruumbs over “ the victory of Prioce Bismarck.“ 
would do well not to count its chickens before 
they are hatched. 


The concessions Mus far, however, are 
only temporary makeshifts. ‘There are 
graver dangers in store that confront the 
new alliance. Having gained an inch, the 
Pope seems determined to take a yard. The 
new ambassador to the Vatican Is not at all 
sanguine of success, the demands made by 
the Pope being of too radical a character for 
Germany to accept. These are three in num- 
ber, as foNows: First, the Pope demands 
that the clvil tribunal for the triai of ecclesi- 
astical offenders shall be abolished; second, 
that the members of expelled religious or- 
ders, neaning the Jesuits and the monks, 
shall be permitted to return to Germany; and 
third, that the clergy shall be given unre- 
stricted control of religious teaching in the 
free schools. To yield these points, or any 
one of them, would be an absolute surrender, 
and this it does not seem Bismarck will ever 
dare to make. He can much better afford 
to give up all his social reforms than to 
bring back the Jesuits, whom the Germans 
bitterly hate, or allow the free schools to 
pass into the hands of the Pope, which would 
rouse a tempest of Indignation all over Ger- 
many. Evidently the Pope expects that Bis- 
marek, having come half-way to Canossa, 
can be induced to make the whole jour- 
ney.

INFLATION OF PRICES. 

We printed a few days ago a carefully- 
prepared Ust of articles which enter in 
domestic uses and showing the percentage 
of the increase of priees of each article as 
compared with the price of one year ago. 
We reproduce this list. which is of interest 
to all classes, and especially to consumers. 
The prices are, of course, wholesale in Chi- 
cago. The reason why the increase in the 
price of pork is so small as compared with 
the other articles is that in September, 1880, 
there was a corner on pork in this city and 
the price then was unusually high:

This shows an average increase in the 
prices on Sept. 2 1881, of 34 per cent over 
the prices of these same commodities at the 
saine date last year. 

The cause of this advance is, primarily, of 
course, the ascertained deficiency in the pro- 
duction this year of some of the urticles, and 
the abundance of money which authorizes 
extravagant investments for speculative pur- 
poses. The prices on grain in the Chicago 
market, ineluding the cost of transportation 
to New York, are greater than the same can 
be sold for in that city, and still the sales in 
this city continue to be enormous. Orders 
from St. Louis and various otber points in 
the Westare increasing every day, showing 
that an abandance of money and confideuce 
if a further rise in prices is @neral. 

Last year at this time corn was selling at 
various central points in lowa and elsewhere 
for 20 cents a bushel; while today corn is 
purchased at these same places at 50 cents 
per bushel. How much is due to the antici- 
pated large reduction in production and to 
an actual scarcity and to the great volume 
of money seeking investment as a specula- 
none cannot say, but the wonderful rise 
in prices is a reality with which consumers 
are already painfully acquainted. The rise 
in the prices of the articles named, and sym- 
pathetically in all other commodities which 
enter into general use, avérages 54 per ceut, 
a wost liberal advance in the cost of living. 
The shipments of grain by lake have largely 
fallen off during the last ten days, and this 
to an extent that some few vessels have 
already retired from the trade. The prices 
here forbid shipments until prices at the 
East shall have risen proportionately. This 
shows that the grain, instead of going for- 
ward, is held in the West, there being money 
enough in this ciiy alone to hold the whole 
Western crop, This grain is stored all over 
the West waiting for an advance in price. 

The rise in American grain has created a 
market for the sale of Russian and other 
European wheat in the markets supplied 
ordinarily from this country, This has in- 
terfered with the demand for our grain, 

nd, of course, with the sale of our surplus. 
Whether the American surplus can find sale 
after the Kussian surplus shall be exhausted 
is to be determined hereafter. It is certain, 
however, that our high prices have opened the 
markets for the lower-priced Russian wheat, 
which will be bought in preference to the 
higher-priced American. 

It should be remembered that even in arti- 
cles of food any serious increase in their 
cost will directly cause a reduction in con- 
sumption. An increase of 40 per cent In the 
price of wheat will force consumers to use 
less bread of that description. In Europe 
the average means of the people is limited, 
being the same from yearto year. Their ex- 
penditures for food and other necessary arti- 
cles is, therefore, the same, and when the 
price of bread is increased 4), 50, or 60 per 
vent the quantity of bread they can pur- 
chase can only be in proportion to the means 
to purchase. The foreign consumption of 
American wheat last year was proportioned 
to its cost as compared with the means of 
purchase, and did pot mark the number of 
bushels needed to meet an absolute want; 
and it is likely that the consumption this 
year, with wheat 50 per cent higher in price, 
will show a great reduction in the number of 
bushels. : 

While the peopie of the cities and towns of 
the country who are not engaged in agricult- 
ure are experiencing this great increase in 
the cost of living, the farmers—the men who 
produce the wheat, the corn, the oats, and 
potatoes, the pork and the beef, and the but- 
ter and eggs, and all the other articles men- 
tioned in the list—are gathering in the profit. 
The partial failure of crops, as compared 
with last year, is immensely compensated by 
the present prices. Men in Iowa who had 
average crops of -corn—forty bushels 
to the acre—and who sold it profitably at 20 
eents per bushel, can endure the hardships 
of a crep yielding ouly an average of twenty- 
five bushéls an acre when they can soll the 


same at their doors at 50 cetits per bushel. 


Despite the partial loss of crops (and, in in- 


— — ———ñ 
dividual cases, the total loss) the, average 
products of the farms of the Northwest this 
year will yield from 80 to 60 per cent more 
money than they did last year, giving to 
agricultural labor a magnificent reward. 
The consumers of this country who this year 
are experiencing the severities of a rise in the 
cost of living, and this only on a partial fear 
of a short crop, may have an idea of the 
cruel severities of those European countries 
visited by actual failures of crops during 
several successive years. There the visita- 
tion was upon all classes alike, the farmer as 
well as the consumer, 

STATE, COUNTY, AND TOWN DEBTS. 

Mr. Robert P. Porter notices in a recent 
article ln the Princeton Review that near- 
ly half the State debts are located in the 
Southern States, nearly half the county 
debts in the Western States, and one-half the 
municipal debts in the Middle States. The 
causes of this division of burdens are not 
fully stated in Mr. Porter’s article. They 
are indications of different political organl- 
zations in the sections referred to. The 
State has been the principal debt-coutracting 
power in the South. Big plantations and the 
use of servile labor caused the minor civil 
divisions in that region to have little impor- 
tance, They were neither safe nor conven- 
lent political units. Their credit was com- 
paratively small. The average intelligence 
of the voters in any one of them was low, 
and they were dominated by a few wealthy 
planters. Hence the State Government was 
the only power competent to contract debts 
on a large scale. The subsequent repudia- 
tion of debts by many of these Governments 
was merely a symptom of the unsoundness 
of the political system of which they were 
parts. They were like so many inverted 
pyramids, supporting their weight and great 
extent of surface upon their apexes, 

The county governments became impor- 
tant in the Western States through the curi- 
ous combination 6f two political systems. 
The planters of Virginia and the small farm- 
ers of New England derived tbeir land- 
tenures and municipal’ ifstitutions from pre- 
cisely the same source in England. Bat in 
practice they soon began to dilifer widely. 
The township was the favorit division in 
New England. Land was granted in parcels 
six miles square to associations, not to in- 
dividuals. Sixty persons could take up a 
township, dividing it into sixty-three lots, 
one being reserved for the minister, one for 
the school, and one fur glebe land or common. 
In Virginia, on the other hand, big planta- 
tions were required by the necessities of 
tobacco-planting. The township was not 
large enough for a civil division. Owing to 
the character of the population, which was 
composed mainly of poor whites and negro 
slaves, with a sprinkling of wealthy plant- 
ers, the parish or the township was toc small 
for a safe municipal government of its own. 
Thus the county came to have an importance 
which it otherwise would not have possessed. 

Kentucky and Southern Ohio were settled 
mainly from Virginia. The pioneers took 
the land system and municipal institutions of 
the Old Dominion with them. The county 
was their unit. As the population of these 
regions inereased it swarmed over into 
Southern and Central Indiana and L[llinois. 
Meanwhile the New England township sys- 
tem was also traveling westward on its par- 
allel of latitude’ The two systems met in 
the West. One was superimposed upon the 
other. Northern Illinois, Indiana, and Qhio 
first had experience of township gofern- 


these States had taken up the count, 
ernments. A compromise was made b 

them. Both were retained. In the course 
of time different functions were assigned to 
each. The town officers gradually became 
the assessors and collectors of taxes, while 
the county officers graciously consented to 
spend all the money they could get. In some 
instauces they spent more than they had. 
They ran in debt. As the larger political 
power, the counties had more credit. They 
began a course of riotous living, plunged 
into debt for railroads, court-houges, turn- 
pikes, etc., and ended by becoming the most 
famous debtors in the West. 

The cities have been the principal borrow- 
ers in the Middle States, because there are 
more of them; their necessities have been 
great, and they have been ridden by mobs of 
ignorant voters and spoils-hunters who have 
plundered them at every turn. New York 
City alone has a debt which exceeds that of 
a dozen Western and Middle States. The 
net debt of all the cities in New York having 
a population over 7,500 is no less than $177,- 
230,051, and of the Pennsylvania cities above 
the same limit $77,688,658. The Ohio cities, 
on the other hand, owe but $36,511,474, and 
the [llinois cities only $18,480,839, 

The following table prepared by Mr. Por- 
ter will show at a glance the relative propor- 
tion of State, county, and municipal debts of 
the various sections:

The proportion of State debt has decreased 
largely in the last ten years, owing in part 
to the repudiation of 8100. 000,000 dy the 
South. County debts have also diminished 
in the same period, but municipal debts have 
enormously increased. The ratios are: 
State debts (decrease), 29.94 per cent; county 
debts (decrease), 8.08 per cent; municipal 
debt (increase), 133.22 per cent. 

A considerable proportion of the munici- 
pal debts, which are estimated at $682,096, 460, 
is Invested in permanent improvements, and 
brings in a regular income. It cannot, there- 
fore, be charged with reckless or improvi- 
dent loans. No less than $141,797,828, or 
nearly 30 per cent of the whole municipal 
debt, has been created for the construction of 
water-works. In Massachusetts alone $30,- 
000,000 have been used for this purpose, but 
as the receipts from the same sources 
amount to $2,500,000 annually the invest- 
ment is not a bad one. Moreover, 4 
per cent of ti whole manicipal debt 
was incurred in me construcaon of public 
ulldings, which will stand fora longtime and 
bring back their worth in rentals. The most 
ulsatistactory items in the list are $122,864,804 
for “funding floating debt, being 18 per 
cent of the whole present debt, and $71,071,- 
140 for refunding old debt, being 10 per cent 
of the total. These sums stand for various 
legitimate expenses on account of stfeets, 
sewers, bridges, war-expenses, schools, 
water, etc. ; but another large amount merely 
represents stealings, waste, and extrava- 
gance. Of the whole municipal debt, $20,- 
809,451, or 3 per cent, was expended for 
bridges; $16,726,064, or 24¢ per cent, for har- 
bars; $40,490,636, or 6 per cent, for parks; 
$20, 00,000, or 334 per cent, for public build- 
ings; $68,000,000, or 10 per cent, for railroad 
and other aid; $21,000,000, or 3 per cent, for 
sewers; $51,500,000, or 12 per cent, for 
streets; and $28,700,000, or 4 per cent, for 
war expenses, 

Mr. Porter’s article shows that not much is 
to be apprehended at present from the ex- 
travagance of State or county governments. 
The chief danger lies in the maladministra- 
won of cities. Hence the Middle States, 
where the power ot contracting eity debts. is 
practically unlimited and the demand for 
publie improvements is constantly stim- 
ulated by an ignorant and reckless voting 
population, have the most to fear. In view 
of these figures the people of [ilinois have 
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munieipalities in this State to contract debts

If 
the Consul-General is certain of the identity of 
the water sent him, we need not be sur 
that Mecca is the cholera-centre of Arubia, that 
tho pilgrims diffuse cholera, or that in bad years 
not one pilgrim in three remains his bome. The 
guardians of the well would, however, reject 
any suggestion for the purification of the weil 
as blasphemous; and should the letter be read 
in Jeddab, the Consul-General’s popularity will 
recede to zero. 


THERE is a prospect that a practicable 
electric lamp for coal- mines bas been invented, 
At the Paris electrical exhibition a Mr. Swan, of 
England, inventor of the Swan lamp, made @ 
statement: 

He produced an electric lamp of two-candie 
power, quite detached trom any wire, and port- 
able, which could be kept lighted for six bours 
by a two-cell Faure secondary battery. The 
weight of the battery would not exceed ten 
—— and to ouarge it afresh, it would only 

xe necessary to piace it for a time in connec- 
tion with the wires of a dynamo near the pit’s 
mouth.” The battery and lamp need never 
leave the pit. Sir J. Hawkshaw greatly ap- 
proved this lamp, and well he might. The germ 
of a portable and handy electric lamp, wneon- 
nected with any wire, and fed at intervais ouly a6 
au oil lamp is, must lie in that rude specimea 
shown. A portabie electric lamp withas 
light would be one of the greateet inventions 
our day, and make a hundred enterprises pow 
sible which are now avoided. It would materi 
ally alter, to begin with, ail the conditions of 
mining, tunnel-making, and work in sewers, or 
under water; while it would, if reasonably 
cheap, be the greatest of modern contribu- 
tions to domestic comfort. What is wanted is 4 
portable electric light which will burna week 
and can then be recharged at a distance, so thet 
a private house need not be connected with any 
system, and fitters need not be summoned.

THE OTTAWA FIRE. 
Special Diapatch to Tha Chicago Tribune. 

Orrawa. III., Sept. 24.—The most destructive 
fire that bas ever visited this city ooourred here 
this afternoon during the prevalence of high 
wind. The fire alarm was sounded at 4:10 p. m., 
flames being discovered in the plauing-mill of 
Weiss & Wolf. This was soon consumed, and 
before any check could be applied, the creamery 
and a machine shop adjolumg were in flames.

HISTORICAL COMPARISONS. 


Pate of Three Vice-Presidentse Whe 
Beversed the Policy of Marrison, 
Tayler, and Lincoln. 

New York Tribune, Sept 21. 

At a time like this the Naiion recalis its 
own history, and estimates the difficulties 
and responsibilities of the future by those 
which, under similar conditions, it has be- 
fore encountered. The death of Gen. 
Harrison, April 4, 1841, had ip it many 
ef those tragic elements which we 
might be inelined to regard as peculiar 
to the demlse of Lincoln and of Garfield. It 
came Only one month after President's Llar- 
rison’s Inauguration, and before he had found 
the opportunity of proving the great and 
special confidence reposed in him by the peo- 
ple to be deserved. His election was a de- 
cided expression of the popular feeling 
which twelve years of Democratic rule had 
failed to conciliate. An Administration 
without dishonesty and without corruption 
had been hoped for; and when Gen. 
Harrison died the same confidence 
was extended to his suecessor. Mr. 
Tyler disappointed the Whigs, while at the 
same time he failed to attach to himself the 
Dewmocrats, who used him for their own pur- 
poses and then cast him contemptuously off. 
Ile was not a strong man, and after his 
extraordinary inconsistencies respecting the 
different bank acts passed by Congress, 
and his veto of bills framed with special 
reference to his expressed references 
and opinions, nut only the Whig party 
but the whole country lost confidence in 
his public acumen if not in his b pores! 
honesty, Betore Congress adjourned in Se 
tember, 1841, the Whig members had formal- 
ly cast him off. After that his Administra- 
tion was a haphazard one, without consist- 
ency or good moral character. Of the suc- 
cession it was soon apparent to all intelli- 
gent observers President Tyler had no 
chance. He had no party to sustain him, 
and even if it had been otherwise he had no 
valuable opinious and no respectable policy 
to be sustained. Of his subsequent career, 
it is enough to say he died a mem- 
ber of the Confederate Congress. A con- 
vention of his own friends, mostly office- 
holders, in May, 1844, could not give him a 
nomination important enough to be serigus- 
ly accepted; and several months before the 
election Mr. tages withdrew from the can- 
vass. 

Gen. Tayler died under circumstances of 
political doubt and trouble, just when 
it had become avparent that, although 
himself a slaveholder, he was a stern 
opponent of secession, and that his 
views were not those of the slave- 
holding leaders in regard to the extension of 
slavery. Mr. Fillmore’s Administration will 
stand in history as one of unwise expedients, 
and his approval of the Fugitive Slave law 


| will not raise him in the estimation of poster 


was an able and really a 
patriotic man, but ‘he made great 
mistak and did not escape the fatal 
passion for a reélection. This . his 
retirement of dignity, and he exhibited, as 
the candidate of the American or Know- 
Nothing party, the spectacle of a nominee 
receiving the vote of only a single State. 
Most of the friends upon whom he relied de- 
serted him at the polls. It is true that he re- 
ceived the support of large numbers in all 
the States, but in making up the record this 
historically amounted to nothing. 

Andrew Johnson Was the next Vice-Presi- 
dent who, upon succeeding to the Presiden- 
cy, made an enormous failure. Beginning 
well, as his predecessors had done, like them 
he ended badly. His quarrel with Congress 
Was unnecessary, and, as the event proved, 
ili-advyised, and the hostility which 
he maintained to a majority of that 
body proved his political ruin, His 
numerous undignified appeals to the people 
met with anything but au approving re- 
sponse; and his controversy with Mr. Stau- 
ton, culminating in his own impeachment, 
put him upon record, by a vote in 
the Senate of thirty-five to nineteen, 
as guilty of high crimes aud wis 
demeanors, althoug nically he was pro- 
nounced not guilty. W the Democratic 
Convention met in N k in 1868, he 
failed to secure its n „ There were 
nineteen ballots, andfalthough he had sixty- 
five votes to begin with, upon the nineteenth 
ballot he had none at all. After his retire- 
ment he at first failed to receive a seat in the 
Senate for Tennessee, and equally failed to 
get a seat in the Hionse, but ultimately se- 
eured his election as Senator. 

It will be observed that in each of these in- 
stances the Vice-President succeeding to the 
Presidency was governed in his policy by his 
desire for a reélection. Mr. Fillmore was the 
only President holding the high office through 
the death of his predecessor whose abilities 
justitied the slightest claim to it; and he with 
all his merits wade asignal failure. The pre- 
tensions of Mr. Tyler and of Mr. Jobuson 
were simply farcical. These are examples 
which are full of warning, if warning be 
needed now. Mr. Lyler and Mr. Johnson at 
least, if not Mr. Fillmore, never could under- 
stand that they had not been elected to the 
high office, and behaved n if the 
people, in calling them to the ice-Presi- 
dency, had foreseen the predestinate death 
of the President. Sucha contingency has 
been little thought of it in the past, however 
much, if we be wise, it will be thought of In 
making future nominations, But toward a 
man thus suddenly elevated the feeling will 
and ought to be a * So it was 
toward Mr. Tyler, Mr. Fillmore, and Mr. 
Johnson; nor is there any reason to suppose 
that it will be different upon the present oc- 
casiou. ; 

The death of Gen. Llarrison, while it 
seriously embarrassed the Whig party and 
disa pointed the hopes of the Nation, liad no 
—— influence upon the stability of the 
Government. The death of Gen. Taylor un- 
doubtedly made legislation possible which 
proved in the end detrimental to the public 
peace. The death of President Lincoln post- 

ned the great business of reconciliation, and 
eft the country much at the mercy of polit- 
ical accidents, Of the effect of n. Gar- 
field’s deplorable death upon the peace and 
prosperity of the Nawon it is yet too soon to 
speak with confidence; but while the mind 
and heart, the will and the conscience of the 

ple remain strongly active, and active in 
the right direction, there is no cause for 
despondency ; and as we exclaim “ Long live 
the Republic!’ we may feel that there ls 
pothing unreasonable in the fervent wish.

But 
in this instance, when everybody expected tnrat 
the rond woul! do the handsome thing. it re- 
fuses to deviate from the regular full rate. thus 
mmaking ix impossibie for many who wanted to 
xO Ww Carry out their object. as they cannot 
ufford to pay $4 for the round trip. There is 
probabiy some exeuse for the inadequhte ac- 
commodations. the officiaisot the road claim- 
ing that they bave not sutficient rolling stock, 
the regulur passenger busivers being unusually 
beavy at present. ‘They say if thev had to pro- 
vide accummedutions for the Chicago peopie 
alone they would dud no difiiculty, but the peo- 
pie at other points on their road are just as 
anon Lo gO. and have also to be provided fur. 

it the Lake Shore bad given special rates to 
soit ies and committees and charged full rates 
to the genere! public. but littie fault would have 
been found, as it would huve sufserved no pur- 
pose to give special rates to the general public 
when there ure uo facilities for taking them. ven 
ifthe Lake Shore had been consistent and 
treated everyvody alike there would vot have 
vee SO mud indignution. But it bas ehown 
partiality Lo certain perties from whom it ex- 
pects favora in return, while otaers just as 
much entitied to special consideration were 
shown no such itavors Lecuuse the road 
could get no favors from them. The committee 
of Aldermen have been provided witb free 
transportation, but the committee of County 
Commissioners, who have nut the power to pass 
ordinances and grant speciui privileges to rail 
road com panies, are wade to pay full rates. and 
get interior accommodations at that. To say 
that the County Commissioners are angry is 
expressing ii viry mildiy; and if they ever 
get au opportunity to get even with the 
Lake Shore they will not hesitave to 
de it. They tried to. give me Lake Shore 
the go-by aud take the Haltimore & Uhiv, but 
the latter wus not able to furnish accommeda- 
mons, and therefore they are compelled to ta? 
the Lake shore. This road will run a speet | 
train with eight sleepers and as many couches 
as itis wble to provide just after the regular 5 
vo cock p. m. train this evensiug. The aecommo- 
Gatious in the sicepers have all been disposed 
of, 8o that those who have not yet secured berths 
Will have to ait up all night. 

The Baltimore & Obio will attach additional 
Cars to its regular maln, but as it can run no 
throusza trains people gotug n this route have 
to tuke ineir chances of woking connections. 
The Pennsylvania bas made nu efurts to sell 
Cicveland tickets, not having a direct route, aad 
consequently bas sold but few tickets.

THE RAILROADS. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 


In spite of the assertion of the Eastern trunk 
lines that they are taking no new business, the 
shipments continue toincrease from week to 
week. If the roads were so blockaded that busi- 
ness could not be handled freely the shipments 
could not be as large as they are. It is certain 
that either new business is being contracted for 
or else immense contracts must heretofore have 
been made which it will take some time to carry 
out. And this is particularly the case witb the 
two Vanderbilt roads, which have been doing au 
immense business during the last two weeks. 
Out of a total tonnage of 57,006 tons of grain, 
flour, and provisions curried during the past 
week, the two Vanderbilt roads carried 32,220 


tons—considerably more than one-half. There 
has been no change in rates for sevaral weeks 
mast, 124¢ cents per 100 pounds, grain, Chicago to 
New York, being still quoted. It is believed, 
however, that contracts are still out that were 
made during the week when the rates were 
quoted at 10 cents. There is no probability of a 
change rates very soon, as the roads can have 
ali the business thev can carry at the 124%-cent 
rate, aud as long as this condition of affairs pre- 
vails none of the lines will cut the rates. Were 
it not for the Vanderbilt roads east-bound 
freight rates would bave been advanced before 
now. but tose lines refuse to attend any meet- 
ings that are beld for that purpose. Vandervilt 
declares that he ocs weil enough at the present 
rates, and if the ther roads cannot live ou them 
80 much the better for his interests. Under 
these circumstances it will not even be possible 
toadvance fates at the close of navigation, 
unless the anti-Vanderbilt roads should 
make an whconditioval surrender, which 
they are not likely to do as loo 

as they are ina ecoudiuon to fight. The tota 
shipments of grain, flour, and provisions by the 
six Eastern lines from thie city for the week 
— Sept. 24 were 57.0% tons, against 56,004 
tons for the previous week, au increase of 942 
tons.

TWO GOOD LEASES. 

Two interesting leases were put on record last 
week. One of them related to Haverly's new 
theatre; the other was preliminary to the erec- 
tion of a hotel in the vicinity of the new Board 
of Trade. Mr. Haverly has sold to Mr. John B. 
Carson, who already owned one-half of the new 
building, the other half; then Mr. Haverly rents 
the entire theatre, with the necessary entrances, 
etc., for a term of ten years, for a rental of $25,- 
000 per year. Mr. Carson retains the stores and 
everything in the building not needed for the 
purposes of the theatre. 

Mr. John D. Jennings has leased the lot on 
Clark street, which he recently bought for $75,- 
000 near the new Board of Trade to Mr. William 
McCoy, the present owner of Burke’s European 
Hotel, who will duplicate his present establish- 
ment as soon as the plans and contracts can be 
made. The lease is the longest that has ever 
been made in this city. Mr. McCoy agrees to 
pay $6,000 a year, with taxes and assessments, 
for ninety-nine years, without reappraisement 
during thattime. At theend of the term of 
ninety-nine years the holder of tne lease is to 
have the privilege of renewal for another term 
of ninety-nine years ata rental. besides taxes 
and assessments, of ö per cent on the appraisal 
valuation at that time. This makes the lease 
run, if the lessee desires it, 195 years. The 
property leased is Lots 8 and 9 in Block 115, in 
the School Section. It is on Clark street, east 
front, 100 feet south of Jackson, and is 30x21), 
running through from Clark street to Pacific 


avenue. 

The new hotel will be 45x213. It will front on 
both Clark street and Pacificavenues. The bight 
Will be six stories anda basement, stone trunt, 
and the cost will be $100,000. The building will 
be divided in the centre by athirteen-foot court, 
and the Clark street half will be devoted exclu- 
sively to hotel purposes. The Pacific avenue 
front will be directly opposit the new Board of 
Trade building, and the basement and three 
lower floors will be rented for offices. The up- 
per floors will be connected with the east half 
of the building by an iron oridge-way, and will 
doe fitted up as sleeping rooms.

SLOW WORK ON THE BOULEVARDS. 
Work on Michigan avenue boulevard is being 
rapidly pushed toward completion, and a great 
deai has been accomplished during the past 
month. At first some delay was caused by the 
city authorities, who did not seem to care about 
laying the gas and water pipes in any particular 
hurry, but now ali the underground work has 
been completed and the Park Commissioners 
have started in in earnest in their department 
of the work. From Twelfth street south to 
Twenty-sixth the uniform stone walks have been 
laid on both sides of the street, and the curbings 
have been moved back to their proper place. 
The grass plots have been marked off and the 
shade trees which did not comply with the ordi- 
nance have been cut down and holes have been 
dug for the reception of the new ones. Work 
on the roadbed is going on between the streets 
above named. From Sixteenth street to Twen- 
ty-sixth street the broken stones and cinders 
which are to be used for the foundation have been 
laid. and from Twelfth street to Sixteenth street 
the top dressing of fine sand is being put on, 
The steam iron-roliérs are at work pressing 
down the rough foundation and making it ready 
‘for the top dressing. The block between 
Eighteenth and Twentieth streets has been left 
untouched, as a pavement bas already been laid. 
North of Tweiftn street no work has been 
done, as it was thought better to leave that uatil 
the portion south of Twelfth street was nearer 
completion.

contractor, Mr. Jaicks, thinks that be will 
nish the job r as Western avenue, but it 
does not look like it now. The new street was 
to ha ve been finished clear to Rockweil, but no 
pine vp west of Western avenue was done, 
and this rou of wooden pavement must 
remain until next year. A TRIBUNE reporter 
yesterday forenoon took a personal survey of 
the situation, and he cannot say that the pros- 
pects are very cheering foria rapid completion of 
the work. The curbing has been reset on one side 
of the street as far west as Oakley avenue, with 
a proviso. At the Oakley nvenue northern cor- 
ner it is complete, but on the south 
side of the street there is only chaos. 
Piodd on, the reporter found great intermis- 
sions in blocks where there is as yet no curbing 
set. In places excavating is yet being done for 
ater service and drainage. The grading is 
dne as far as Robey street, but in part only. 
places are excavations and great holes and 
liocks, all of which will have to be smoothed 
er. Not one block of the pavement is yet 
ished. From Halsted street west to Green 
there buve been put three inches of granit top 
dressing, and the broken stone, so far as it re- 
lates to the first course, has been laid as 
far west as May street. Aud the sec- 
oud course bas been laid as far as 
a half a block west of Carpenter street. 
Besides this, the contractor yesterday com- 
menced to lay the first course west of Ashland 
avenue. He claims that be can complete the 
work as far west as Western avenue by the 14th 
ot December next, but this looks very dubious 
at present. He bas labored under a great dis- 
advantage in not being able to .secure the 
broken stone, and within the past few days he 
has put on a large extra force, expecting to 
push forward the work. The changing of the 
corner street-lamps, and adding ditional 
ones, has caused much iil-feeling. Half 
the lamps on the street are not lighted 
at night, and the residents claim that the city is 
treating them very meanoly. It can be justly 
said that the work on West Washington street is 
being well done, but it has progressed eutirely 
too slow to be satjsfactory to those who are 

paying for the improvement. 

t their meeting on Friday evening the West 
Park Board coincided in the report of tbe com- 
mittee on Washington boulevard, that the prog- 
ress in constructing the boulevard was unsat- 
isfactory in the extreme, and that the con- 
tractors be made to hew straight to the line of 
their respective contracts, or that they be com- 
pelied to give them up. Engineer ilson pre- 
sented a report showing the amount of work ac- 
complished since Monday, which did not meet 
with the board's approbation.

BUILDING. 

The residence to be bullt by Mr. William Ar- 
mour on Prairie avenue, between Twentieth 
and Twenty-first streets, will cover 44x&2 feet, 
and will cost $30,000. It is to be built of blue 
Bedford stone, finished in bush-hammered 
work, with massive stone casings for openings. 
The building is treated with a heavy mansard 
roof, gabled and slated. The south side of the 
mansion, as well as the front, is of massive 
stone, the north side adjoining another resi- 
dence. A lawn extends on the south. At the 
front entrance there will be a stone porch, with 
Scotch granit columns. 

On the next lot but one to Mr. Armour's will 
be the house of Mr. W. B. Walker. It will cover 
43x82. Its surface will be of pressed brick, with 
Bertin sandstone trimmings and terra-cotta ac- 
cents.

REAL ESTATE AND BUILDING IN 
NEW YORK, 

Everything in New York, the Post says, indi- 
cates an uuusually active real-estate market 
by the Ist of October, when most of the large 
buyers who have been a from the city in 
the summer are expected to be back in town 
again. Some extensive and important exec- 
utors’ and partition sales, of both impgoved and 
unimproved property, are to take place next 
month, the property having already been put in 
the hands of auctioneers with that view. There 
is now a good deal of inquiry in the offices of 
real-estate dealers and elsewhere by men who 
have mouey to invest and are looking for bar- 
gains in real property. These “shoppere’’ in- 
clude many persons who are not in the habit of 
buying largely, but, baving a surplus of some 
$10,000 or $20,000 on band, are anxious to place 
the amount in real estate, not with a speculat- 
ive purpose, but for permanent investment. 

The high prices of labor and building material 
ha ve compelled many New York builders to sus- 
pend operations. Early last spring the northern 
half of the Nineteenth Ward and the southern 
half of the Twelfth Ward summed with the 
click of the bricklayers’ trowels, and the five- 
story brick and brown-stone fronts that were 
rising east of Third avenue, between Sixt'eth 
and Ninetieth streets, were counted by dun- 
dreds. Few of these structures, however, have 
been completed. The unprecedented demand 
for building material and for labor naturaliy ad- 
vanced the price ot both commodities, and the 
increase was so sharp and prices went up to 
such high tigures generally that not a few build- 
ers were constrained in self-protection 
to suspend operations. Those who had contract 
ed to build for speculative purposes bad to sto 
right where the new values found them. 
Between Jan. land Aug.3 permits have been 
taken outin New York and Brooklyn for new 
buildings, alterations, etc., to cost $42,814,835. 
We have already described the important busi- 
ness buildings. Besides the Vanderbilt houses, 
the most notable residence structures are apart- 
ment bouses. Mr. Edward Clark, President of 
the Singer Sewing-Machine Company, is the first 
to break ground on what must ultimately bea 
maguificent street—namely, Eighth avenue, 
from Fifty-ninth street to One Hundred and 
Tenth street, tronting Central Park. His nine- 
story apartment house, from Seventy-second to 
Seventy-third street, is already built up to the 
third story. It fronts the Seventy-second street 
entrance to the park, and in the rear incioses an 
open court. Its front is of Nova Scotia stone, 
and the entire structure will be fire-proof. lu 
the first story there vill bea large restaurant. 
and overbead about fifty suits of rooms, varying 
from twenty to twenty-fve apartments. The 
entire cost is estimated at $1,500,000. 

Excepting on afew coruer lots that are held 
for bigber prices the city,is built up solid to 
Fifty-ninth street, and the builders are biasting 
away the last vestiges of the enormous ledge 
that once frowned down upon that street along 
the entire southern boundary of the park. From 
Fifth avenue across to Eigbth it is to be a mag- 
nificent street, mainly of large apartment 
houses with handsome brick and browu stone 
fronts. One of them, the Hawtborne, has a 
front of seventy-five feet and depth of ninety, 
and seven stories of Philadeiphia brick. Cost, 
Siw... Mr. J. F. Navarro will build both east 
and west of thm structure—on the east two 
large apartment houses, 745x100 each, and 
on the west. or Seventh avenue side, 
he will ‘pend some millions. He 
paid $1,200,000 for the land alone. The buildings, 
whicb are to be of iron, brick, and stone, are to 
be eight stories bien. The Navarro structures 
west of the Hawthorne will be four in number, 
each 200 feet in length, two fronting Fifty- 
eighth street and two fronting Fitty-ninth 
street. There will be a private street fifteen 
teet wide east of the Navarro houses, separat- 
ing them from the Hawthorne, and another pri- 
vate street fifteen feet wide running east and 
west between the two houses on Fifty-eighth 
street and the two bouseson Fifty-ninth street, 
so that each of the four large structures will be 
practically isolated. There is to be a fountain 
at the intersection of the four private streets.

During the storm of last Thursday night the 
propelier Lake Erie, Capt. Johnson, of the New 
England Transportation Line, bound from 
Collingwood to this port, was compelled to run 
to South Manitou Isiand for sheiter. There is 
on the island a wood-yard, with a wharf, owned 
by a man named E. E. Burton, and who is said 
to reside in this city. The Lake Erie made the 
island about midnight, and, after repeated 
whistiing, finally awoke Burton, who came 
down to the wharf with a lantern. The 
night was inky dark, the wind blowing a fearful 
rule, and the sea running mountains high. The 
stanch little propeller was tossing and rolling 
fearfully, and all on board were expecting every 
moment to be at the mercy of the angry waters. 
A vivid flash of lightning disclosed to Capt. 
Johnson his whereabouts, and after great 

be got his boat alongside the k 
and called out to Burton to take his lige and 
make it fast. Instead of doing so, this sem- 
biance of humanity shouted: * Keep away trom 
my dock, damn you. You will pound it to 
pieces. Capt. Johnson shouted back to bim to 
take bis line, and if any damage was done the 
dock the boat would pay it. Burton refused, 
and repeated his remark to keep away from 
bis dock. Capt. Johnson not being able 
to get a man ashore to make fast the 
line, and in danger of having his boat pounded 
to pieces, was compelled to head his steamer 
out and lay to till morning at the utmost danger 
of being foundered. Finally day broke and the 
Captain was enabied to make a safe harbor and 
await the subsidence of the storm. The only 
reason that can be assigned for the dastardly 
action of the fellow Burton is that the steam- 
ers of the New England Line do not get their 
wood of him, but take it on at Haven. Had the 
Lake Erie gone down in the gale and precious 
lives been lost. on would morally have 
been their . His action was 
most brutal and d of all feelings of hu- 
manity, and stea at- men generally owe it to 

ell as to those that travel 
to give this fellow Bur- 
berth when they need 
thus avoid hurting his 
precious dock, so precious in his estimation 
that he would imperil the lives of a score or 
more human beings rather than have it pounded 
a little. Capt. Johnson, whois one of the most 
cautious and able seamen on the lakes, says that 
the storm was a most severe one, and when, 
after making the shelter of the island, he was 
compelled to bead his steamer out again be- 
cause of Burton's brutal refusal totake his line, 
he had the gravest fears for his boat’s safety 
and the lives of those on board, but, fortunately, 
the stanch little steamer rode the storm out 
safely. The Lake Erie arrived at this port yes- 
terday morning looking nune the worse for her 
rough experience.

Stocks Variable at the Opening, 
Closing with a Bull 
Tone. 


Effect of a Good Bank Statement 
and the Call for Bonds. 


Money in Good Demand—Fi- 
nances in Chicago. 


The Produce Markets Stronger, After a 
Down Turn at the Opening—Hog 
Products Rather Tame.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were variable at the opening, with 
weakness in some and steadiness in others. No 
new influences were at work, and the market 
remained without any change till the bank 
statement appeared with its gain of $1,000,000 
anc over in reserve, and it was announced that 
Secretary Windom had called $25,000,000 of 3s, 
and would, at a satisfactory price, buy $20,000,000 
ot 4s. After that the market was stronger all 
around, and continued so till the end. 

The Vanderbilt stocks were strong, though 
not activg. Insiders were reported to be seiling 
them. Rumors of war and rumors of peace are 
given out on, so far as can be seen, equally good 
autbority. It is now asserted that a dividend 
will be paid on Michigan Central. 

Central Pacific was tbe conspicuous stock in 
yesterday’s market. It opened at %\, and 
closed at 97%. It earnings are now estimated at 
12 per cent a year. 

At the close nearly everything was higher 
than the day before. But the volume of busi- 
ness was not large. The old bull contidence that 
“everything is going higber seems to be at 
least dormant. The great question is, Will it, as 
it has so often done before, awaken at the call 
of higher prices? 

The Public points out as a sign of the healthy 
condition of business that, though transactions 
have increased enormously, bank loans have 
not expanded in the same degree. Three 
years ago, June 29. 1878, when prices 
were about at the lowest point and business 
was at its lowest ebb, the loans of the National 
banks amounted to 888.078. 18. But on the 30th 
of June, 1881, after just three years of wonder- 
ful expansion in business of every kind, the 
loans of all the banks amounted to 81.100.750. 190. 
and the increase in three years had been only 
36.6 Der cent. Now the bustuess of the country 
had increased far more—as measured by the ex- 
changes for the half year, 185.8 per cent. If it 
be said that the exchanges were largely due to 
speculation, so also were the laans. The vital 
fact is that a vastly increased proportion of 
legitimate business is done on a cash basis, or 
with the accumulated capital of the firms 
engaged. Convincing evidence of this is seen 
in the fact that at New York, where the volume 
of speculation is greatest, the increase of loans 
by National banks was from $164,380,449 in 1858 
to 622.684. 300 in June, 1881, or almost 60 per cent, 
while inall the other National banks the in- 
crease of loans was from $670, 698,000 to 878,066,- 
050, or barely 30 per cent. Meanwhile, the in- 
crease in the volume of business at all the 
clearing houses outside of New York has been 
about 70 per cent. 

It is a fact of incaiculable importance that the 
expansion of business thus far has been 
largely ona cash basis and upon accumulated 


profits.

cing. Dairy products met with a good demand 
and remained firm. There were firm markets 
for oil, coal, pig iron, and tobacco, 

The hay market is still characterized by 
marked firmness, especially in the better grades, 
which are scarce. The poorer kinds move slow- 
ly. Green fruits opened strong, but closed 
slightly off from Friday's prices. Building ma- 
terials continue to move actively, with brick 
firm at the recent advance. Hides show no 
change from the condition noted during the 
past week. Grease and tallow are held firmly 
at the late sharp advance, witb the latter article 
very scarce and wanted. Wool is tairly active 
at low figures for the coarse grades now chiefly 
heid here. In seeds, clover was stronger, selling 
at $2.75@2.80. Flaxseed advanced 3c, selling at 
$1.45, and clover-seed was quotable 1 85. 75@5.85 
for prime seed. 

Lake freights were very dull, with some ves- 
seis chartered at 2c for corn to Buffalo, and 
others offering at that rate which could not get 
cargoes, Flaxseed for Buffalo paid 2xc. The 
room engaged aggregated 215,000 bu corn and 
40,000 bu flaxseed, 

There bas not been an autumn in several 
years in Chicago when game bas been as scarce 
as at the present season. A few praftie chick- 
ens and teal ducks come in daily. but owing to 
the exceedingly warm weather of the past two 
weeks the birds are generally in an unmer- 
chantabie condition before purchasers can be 
found. 

One road received just three times as much 
flaxseed as wheat last Friday, and yet the total 
receipts of flax for the whole city that day was 
only 2 car-loads. Ergo, the wheat movement 
must be very small. 

Letters from several points on the three great 
railroad lines through Iowa were received yes- 
terday. They all referred toone point, among 
others—the scarcity of cars. Several said that 
it was never so bad before. Two of the writers 
waxed sarcastic, and hinted that by ordering 
twenty cars per dav they might expect to obtain 
aboutone per week. At one station only one emp- 
ty car bad arrived within about ten days, though 
big quantities of grain were there awaiting ship- 
ment. Of course the pressure was increased by 
the fact that October corn rose toa premium in 
this market a few days ago. Now that No- 
vember corn is again at a premium over Octo- 
ber, the pressure may be expected to relax, as 
the difference about pays for carrying in the 
country. The big premium on wheat futures is 
reason enough for small receipts of that grain, 
even if the last crop had been a big one. 

A letter from Chillicothe, on the Llinois River, 
States that the writer paid 50c per 80 lbs fora 
carload of new ear corn last Friday. The cornis 
passably dry. 

A prominent operator in Milwaukee tele-

CITY SANITATION. 


A Lot of HMorribly Filthy Tenement- 
Houses. 

The weekly report of the Tenement- House 
Inspectors for the past week shows that 254 
houses, containing 3,176 rooms, occupied by 827 
families, consisting of 3.707 persons, were ex- 
amined. There were 51 notices served and 32 
abatements made, among which was the re- 
pairing of 16 defective drains; eight defectively- 
plumbed dwellings were remedied and traps 
putin. There were 21 privy-vaults cleaned, 
four new catch-basins were built, and a like 
number of sewer connections were made. 
Nine houses were calcimined, three filthy 
premises and two vaults repaired and properly 
ventilated. Mr. William H. Genung, the Chief 
Inspector, says that the work goes on quite 


satisfactorily. 
The following defective premises were dis- 


covered: 


SECOND WARD. 


The Sherman Block, between Indiana and 
Michigan avenues and Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth streets, owned by J. Sherman, a brick 
tenement of fifty-two rooms, in which live sev- 
enty persons. The plumbing work is defective 
and drainuge bad, while the water-closets are 
choked up. The cellar is damp and the walls 
dirty. It is a nest where diphtheria and other 
sickness prevails. 

J. Sherman also owns from No. 680 to and in- 

cluding 600 Indiana avenue, a row of frame 
shanties, containing thirty-five rooms and in 
which live fifty persons. The plumbing work— 
what there is of it—is very poor, anu one sink- 
bole is expected to supply several houses. 
privy-Vaults are full and offensive. and the local 
sunitary condition is bad, Sith and manure 
strewing the neighborhood. The deainase is in- 
aiiequate. The inspector says: “There is a lot 
of rotten, dilapidated relief shanties, on 
Sherman's putch, near Fourteenth street. 
fronting alleys on all sides. There is no water 
supply in most of the dwellings. The roofs are 
leaking, there are no rain-conducting pipes, and 
garbage, maoure, and other nasty filth bestrews 
the neighborhood. To this horrible state of = 
fairs, which is a common nuisaace, ma 
added a row of overrunning privies.”’

THE CLEARING- HOUSE. 


Suspension and Resicnation of the 
Manager, D. R. Hale. 

Ata meeting ot the Clearing- House Commit- 
tee, held Friday, Mr. Dougias R. Hale, who has 
for many years been manager of the associa- 
tion, was suspended. Yesterday he sent in his 
resignation, and the question of its acceptance 
will be considered by the Clearing- House Thurs- 
day. That it will be accepted there seems to be 
no doubt. As to the reason why it was asked 
for, for the suspension amounts to that, there is 
much question. The matter, however, would be 
of little interest outside of the few people who 
are personally acquainted with Mr. Hale, and 
of thneSbenks in whose employ he has 
been so long, if it were not for the fact that his 
career bas been entangled with that of a woman 
concerning whom much has been said in the 
papers, though Mr. Hale's part in it has thus far 
been uumen doned. Ius TRIBUNE published 
some months ago a long and interest story 
concerning the adventures of the wife of Mike 
Weaver, a man now serving time at Jolet for a 
series of bold robberies committed in this city 
some years ago. It was there stated with more 
detail than is here necessary how Mrs. Weaver 
called upon one of the persons whom her hus- 
band had robbed, for the pur of restoring 
the plunder, bow the wife of the gentiewan 
took a strong fancy to Mrs. W., how she 
kept her as a companion, and how, 
after the death of the wife, Mrs. Weaver 
remained in charge of the husband's house and 
of his children, and how it was this man’s inten- 
tion, as soou as Mrs. Weaver could cure the 
divorce, for which she bas now applied, to marry 
her. The name of that man wat not given. Not 
very long before the publication of this story 
Mrs. Weaver and her sister 

HAD BEEN ARRESTED 
on a charge of stealing some jewelry. 
of which they were subsequently ac- 
quitted. Mr. ale’s convection with ber 
was not generally known, especially among the 
members of the Clearing-House, and, while the 
story was too good a one to keep, it was rot 
deemed proper to publish his name. Now, bow- 
ever, that his connection with the Clearing- 
House, which made him most solicitous then to 
avoid publicity, has practically ended, there 
fs no reason for keeping it quiet. 
The divorce has not yet been obtained, 
though it probabiy will be within a 
short time. But the retirement of Mr. le 
from the Clearing- House is not due to his re 
tions with Mrs. Weaver, about wilich it is but 
proper to state there is not a shadow of impro- 
priety. Nor is it known that it is due to 
any financial irregularity. Immense amounts 
of money, chietfy gold now, pass through the 
Clearing-House through Mr. Hale’s hands, but 
all accounts are settled up every day between 12 
and lo’clock. The Clearing-House itself has a 
fund, but it is a very small one. There isa 
quarterly assessment upon the banks composing 
it for the purpose of raising about $6.40. The 
expenses consist of $3,000 for the manager's 
salary, $2,000 for rent, $500 for printing, 
and tune remainder for miscellaneous 
purposes. As this amount is collected 
quarterly, naturally there is comparatively 
little on hand at any oue time. Mr. Hale bim- 
self, when questioned on the subject of the 
reason for his resignation, said that there was 
nothing retiecting on his morality or his integ- 
rity. If such charges were made by the Clear- 
ing-House Association, or any of the banks 
composing it, he would then answer for them. 
As to the reason why be had resigned, 
HE DECLINED TO GIVE II. 

On vious occasions efforts have been made 
withifi the association to secure Mr. Hale's re- 
moval. At onetime an effort was made to put 
in his placeagentieman who is very popular with 
all the banks, but it was defeated simply on the 
ground that Mr. Hale had been in their employ 
a long time, and that his removaf would not be a 
civil-service measure.

JUDGMENT-DAY. 


Thomas Burns Gets Twenty 
Years for Killing Charles 
Beil. 


James. Cunningham Sentenced for 
Life for the Murder of His 


Wife. 


Kelly, the Assasin of Officer Crowley, 
Declines a New Trial. 


Two murderers received sentence in Judge 
Gardner’s court yesterday morning. Upon the 
opening of court at 10 O clock, Mr. Kittelle, 
counsel for Thomas Burns, stepped io front of 
the bench and addressed the Court on behalf of 
the prisoner, who stood by hisside. Mr. Kettelle 
remarked that in all his experience he bad 
never known a prisoner to give as plausible and 
apparently truthful an account of the circum- 
stances which led to the killing as had his un- 
fortunate client. Nothing bad been con- 
cealed, and there could be no doubt from 
the evidence that Burns bad been driven 
to the commission of the crime by 
the cruel treatment of one whom he had trusted 
with all his hard-earned savings of a lifetime. 
With this injury rankling in his bosom the 
prisoner bad sought solace in drink, and in a 
moment when his nerves were shattered by 
weeks of dissipadon, and he could not be ro- 
sponsible for bis actions, sought to end his 
trouble by taking the life of the man who had 
caused it all. When the Savior of the world 
was crucified,” said Mr. Kettelle, „He prayed, 
+ Father, forwive them, for they know not what 
they do.’ So, your Honor, I plead for my clicat, 
the victim of unfortunate circumstances; deal 
lenientiy with him, for be knew not what he 


did.“ 

Judge Gardner, in passing sentence, said he 
telt that the circumstances of the case appeaicd 
to his feelings of clemency. He did not believe 
that Burns was a bad man, and it did not appeur 
that he had ever before been charged with u 
crime. The evidence showed that there had 
been considerable prevocation, and that the 
prisoner had been the dupe of designing ver- 
sons. There was nothing to show that Burns 
had premeditated the killing, but it appeared to 
be the outburst of an ufcontrollable passion, 
the wreaking of sudden veugeance upon the 
man who had betrayed his confidence and left 
him penniless in the world. The prisoner's 
straightforward story was also in bis favor, and 
the sentence of the Court would be, Judge 
Gardner suid, that be be sentenced to twenty 
years’ imprisonment. 

BURNS RECBIVED THE SENTENCE 
without evidence of satisfaction or otherwise, 
and after it was pronounced he shook hands 
warmly with his counsel, Messrs. Kittelle and 
Miller. and also extended his hand to State’s- 
Attorney Milis, and thanked bim for the consid- 
eration shown. 

The prisoner was then remanded to the jail, 
where he was afterwards seen by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter. Burns refused to talk at first, and 
claimed that the reporters badn’t done his cause 
any good. but changed his mind upon learning 
that be would not be abused. The prisoner is 
about 45 years of age, brown mustache and 
shaven face, and does not look like a deiib- 
erate murderer. “Yes, I am  s6atistied 
with the trial,” said the prisoner, “ and 
I feel very thankful tothe Judge. I think be 
treated me fairiy. I want you to say in your 
paper that the woman Phillips who owns the 
saloon, and who sold it to Charles Beil and my- 
self, is at the bottom of the whole trouble. She 
is a bad woman, and for years has kept a resort 
for prostitutes and thieves. It was au almost 
everyday occurrence for somebody to get drug- 
ged and robbed there, and has been for years. 
Mrs. Phillips put Charlie up to swindling me out 
of the place, and I am satisfied she is far more 
to blame than he was. This is true, what lam 
telling you, and I say it 60 as to warn other peo- 
ple to beware of a woman who is the cause of 
Charlie's death and all my desolation. I never 
intended to kill Charlie, | thought too much of 
him. I couldn't perjure myself. and therefore I 
pleaded guilty. it seems very strange to be in 
jail, and l am sure I never expected to end my 
days in a penitentiary, for I never was in any 
trouble before. I don't expect to spend the rest 
of my yearsin the penitentiary, either. I have 
a brother who bas a good deal of — hy and 
maybe he can get me pardoned out. Auybow, 
by good behavior, I can got my term of twenty 
years reduced to eleven years and three montus. 
But, after all, the deed will follow me as long as 
Ive. I never can drive it out of my mind.’ 

JAMES CUNNINGUAYM, 

who pleaded guilty of the murder of his wife last 
Fourth of July, wus brought up for sentence as 
soou as Mr. Borne was disposed of. The attor- 
ney on neither side had remarks to make to the 
Court. Judge Gardver said that this was one of 
the cases, that while it did not merit the extreme 
penalty of the law, vet required to be severely 
dealt with. The murder did not seem to have a 
singie redeeming feature, but was a cruel anon 
neediess killing without any great provocation 
to mitigate its enormity. The testimony of the 
prisoner himself was not such as to recommend 
the case to the mercy of the Court. Instead of 
making a clean breast of it, and telling the 
whole truth, be bad pleaded that the killing was 
accidental, when there could be no doubt that 
be had intended to plunge the knife into the 
breast of bis defenseless wife. The Judge 
thought that while it was a heartiess and cold- 
blooded crime, it did not call for the death 
penalty. **Indeed,’’ his Honor proceeded, “it 
would be a peculiarly agwravated case that 
would justify the infliction of the penalty of 
death ona plea of guilty. The attack seems to 
bave been the result of extreme andinexcusable 

aseion, without considerable premeditation. 

he sentence of the Coury te that you be sen- 
tenced to imprisonment Or the term of your 
natural life.” 

The prisoner never movod a muscle as the 
sentence was pronounced, the only indica- 
tion of the agitation that wus going on in his 
breast was a fumbling with his hat during the 
remarks of the Judge. He was not of sufficiént- 
ly intellectual capacity to evince aay considera- 
ble emotion. and bis stolid indifference was 

uite in keeping with his general make-up. 
After he had been returned to bis cell. No. 45, 
which was shared by Burns. he was accosted bv 
a reporter, but doggedly refused to talk. He 
was at peace, he said, with everybody, was in 
tolerably good spirits, and didn't want to talk 
any more with Chicago reporters.

It must 
also be observed that the immunity which 
vaccination secures does not continue so loug 
as it formerly did. In Jenner's time it was 
thought, and apparently with good reason, that 
u singie vaccination was sufficient tor a life- 
time, but for some reason it is now necessary to 
repeat the operndon at short interv- 
als to preserve immunity. Whether this is en- 
tirely owing to the deterioration of the lymph 
or partly due to an increase in the virulence of 
the disease itseif is not known. Probably few 
are aware of bow greatly the mortality from 
this diseuse bas increased of late years among 
vaccinated persons. From 1819 to S35 the per- 
centage of mortality was 1.75; from 1836 to 1852 
it was 6.9; from 1432 to 1867 it had increased to 
7.6; and now it is over 9 per cent.

He is not the first brewer. how- 
ever, to reach the peerage; since irish Sir 
Arthur Guinness, of Dubiin stout fame, was 
lust year made Lord Ardilawn. Very many 
English brewers, notably the Basses, have 
been kniyhted, created Barunets, ete., but 
Sir Dudiey is the first to rise to the House of 
Lords over the vats. The tather of this new 
Peer was a Scotch lad who came to London 
many years ago with a letter of introduction 
to Banker Coutts, setting forth the merits of 
the bearer, and urging that he be appointed toa 
place in one of the East Indian branches of the 
bank. The old millionaire took a fancy to 
the boy, and asked him one day. What 
would you say to enter my counting-room 
here instead of being exiled way off iu [ndia?’’ 
The boys eyes giistened with pleasure 
as he heard these words. He staid in London, 
rose to be senior partner of the bank, and left a 
fortune of over £600,000. For bis son, Dudley 
Coutts—named, we need hardly aay. for the bene- 
factor of his youth—he bougbta third interest 
in Meux’s brewery in London, an interest which 
has been worth for many years quite $200,000 per 
annum. The new Pcer has been more celebrated 
for the profuseness of his hospitality and tne 
aristocratic teudencies of his family than for his 
abilities.

He is the leader of that ele- 
ment inthe Wesleyan Church which believes 
in holding on to the coat-tails, so to speak, 
of the Church of England, and which has re- 
cently been successful in having the prayers 
of that Church read on Sabbath mornings in 
many of the English Wesleyan churches. 
This is allright, if the people want it, but 
what led Dr. Osborn to imagine that it would 
be the right thing to open a Methodist Eeu- 
menieal Conference with the reading of these 
prayers is a mystery, and, to say the least, 
was in very bad taste. American Methodism 
has no use for such nonsense as this. 
She believes in being herself, not in aping 
others. The three gentiemen who responded 
to the address of welcome—viz.: Bishops 
MeTyeire and Warren, and the Rev. George 
Douglas—acquitted themselves  creditably 
enough, and by the variety they dis- 
played in resenting substantially the 
same thoughts furnished the confer- 
ence a pleasing illustration of diver- 
sity in unity. Bishop MeTyeire’s 
address was well seasoned with dry Ameri- 
can humor, while the chief charm of the re- 
marks of Bishop Warren was in the elegant 
diction in which they were clothed, a form 
of excellence much more admired here than 
in our own country. 

Your readers will know that the position 
of Lord Mayor of the City of London is one 
of almost overwhelming honor and dignity, 
and when itis stated that the present Lord 
Mavor is a Methodist and a delegate to the 
conference, they will understand that this 
fact gives to the gathering a social impor- 
tance which it otherwise would not have.

That, however, which has given the conter- 
ence its greatest meed of social éclat was the 
reception at the Mansion House on Wednes- 
day. Nearly a thousand were bidden—the 


few declinations., It was looked upon as a 
* ¢o-as-you-please ”’ sort of affair, but many 
of the gentlemen were in full evening dress, 
and the way the ladies were adorned was a 
caution, or at least John Wesley would 
probably havethoughtso. The Mayor, agial 
good-natured Irismhman, with a mouth that 
looks as though it was thade purposely to 
sing old-fashioned Methodist hymns, was at- 
tired for the occasion in bis robes of state, 
the sword-bearer standing to his right.and 
the mace-bearer on the left. In receiving 
the guests he was assisted by the Lady 
Mayoress,. his sister-in-law. The Mayor's 
wife is an invalid, but in London a Lady 
Mayoress is as much of a necessity as a Lord 
Mayor, and so his brother’s wife acts in this 
capacity. An interesting feature of this re- 
ception was the speech of welcome delivered 
by his Lordship in the magnificent Egyptian 
Hall ot the Mansion House. He welcomed 
all. he said, but especially those from the 
United States, a Nation, he added, in whose 
prosperity he greatly rejoiced, and which 
seemed to him to have been raised up by 
God to lead the world in all that was great 
and good. This high official, still clad in the 
garb of state, then drew from his pocket a 
Methodist hymmbook and called upon his 
guests to join him in singing 
See how great a flame aspi 
Kindled by a spark of — 

The Lord Mayor read this hymn, two lines 
at a time, as the audience sang. and he threw 
so much unction into the reading as to sug- 


gest that he had had experience as a local 
preacher, or, if not in that vocation, at least 
as a Methodist class-leader. Too much 
credit cannot be bestowed upon this high 
Methodist official, for itis said that he car- 
ries his Methodist principles even into the 
state banquets he gives, and despite all 
precedents refuses to allow dancing on such 
occasions. In the matter of temperance, 
however, he is not so far advanced, for 
though he forbids the “tripping of the light 
fantastic,” he does not withhold wine, and 
indeed was not forgetful to provide every 
variety of this beverage even forthe Ecu- 
menical Conference. 

The second day of the conference brought 
Chicago to the front, and, considering that 
your city figured so prominently in making 
the preliminary arrangements, this was 
eminently fitting. Perhapsit is not gener- 
ally known that the first suggestion of an 
Ecumenical Conference was made in Chi- 
cago. The authorof this suggestion: was 
Bishop Janes, who, when he dropped the 
remark, was providently in our city attend- 
ing the Rock Island Conference. That the 
cliief instrument in giving practical effect to 
this remark is at present a Chicago man, isa 
fact which will not be so much in the na- 
ture of news to your people. But “honor to 
whom honor is due,” andthough it may 
have been said before, I must be allowed to 
affirm again, that, but for the indefatigable 
efforts of the Rev. A. C. George, D. D., this 
conference would not have been held. 
Properly, therefore, the Doctor is honored 
with a seat on the platform as one of the 
Secretaries of the body, and Chicago was 
further recognized by being brought to the

X. Ninde, D. D., President of Garrett Biblical 
Insiitute, whose concise, well-worded, and 
well-delivered address on “The Grateful 
Recognition of the Hand of God in the 


Origin and Progress of Methodism.“ was well 
received, especially by the British delegates, 
who so much admired the easy and correct 
style in which Dr. Ninde usually speaks. The 
lay delegates from Chicago, Messrs. Orring- 
ton Lunt and Oliver H. Horton, have as yet 
distinguished themselves only by keeping 
quiet. 

Even thus early it has transpired that the 
fearfully and wonderfully made rules framed 
for the government of this great body are, 
after all, not periect.

of these rules, and there have been several 
wrangies on the subject. The bone of con- 
tention was finally, however, referred to the 
Joint Executive Committee, and now we are 
likely to have peace.

duty. touched the bell. “Go on!” “Go 
on!” cried a hundred throats, and fora 
while it looked as though he would and 
must goon. But calm second thought pre- 
vailed, and for fear of open a door that it 
would be difficult to shut again no motion to 
suspend the rules was made, and Mr. Price 
satdown. This, however, did not end the 
seene, for immediately Dr. C. K. Marshall, 
of Vicksburg, got the floor, and, after point- 
ing to the colored delegate who had just 
spoken as a fine specimen of the Christian 
negro of the South, he thanked God that the 
negroes of the Sputh were now free, and then 
said, as he reagtied over several pews to suit 
the action to the word, “I give this brother 
my hand and pledge to him for his people the 
love and sympathy of the white people of the 
South.” ‘The enthusiasm while all this was 
going on rose very high, and it was really 
one of the scenes which will make the con- 
ference ever-memorable in the history of 
Methodism. 

The subject of“ Women and Their Work in 
Methodism” was considered Friday after- 
noon. The essay read by the Rey. F. W. 
Bourne was very conservative. He was in 
favor of women preaching only in exception- 
al instances. Dr. Payne, Who followed in an 
elegant little address, in which he ex- 
tollea woman for her Christian work in 
various directions, utterly avoided the véxed 
question of admitting her to the pulpit. 
Equally conservative, too, was the discus- 
sion which followed, only one speaker plead- 
ing specially for the opening of pulpits to 
women, the others urging that her proper 
sphere of labor was in ministering to the 
sick, and in house-to-house visitation. 

This conference, I venture to predict, 
will not result in the organe union of the 
bodies taking part init. As yet indeed it is 
by no means certain that the proceedings 
will, on the whole, be proniotive of an in- 
crease of good feeling. Englishmen have 
an unpleasant way of driving to their seats 
persons they do not desire to hear by rude 
and boisterous vocal demonstrations. This 
discourtesy was practiced at an early period 
in the conference on two prominent Areri- 
can delegates, who tried to state a point of 
order to the presiding officer.

AN INTERVIEW WITH DR. 

“Is there anything new on your side of 

the heresy case!“ asked a TRIBUNE reporter 
of the Key. Dr. Thomas last night. 

Nothing special,” replied the Doctor;

“Do you still continue to receive letters of 
Sympathy?“ 

“Oh, ves; they come from all quarters, 
and from the clergy of other denominations, 
but principally from those in the Methodist 
Church.“ 

“Could you furnish them for publica- 
uon?“ 

“I would rather not. Most of them are 
private letters of sympathy, and I would not 
have them published without the consent of 
the writers, as it might render them more 
or less obnoxious to their congregations 
by reason of indorsing me and thus appearing 
to be unsound. 1 want to git this battle of 
heresy and let my brethrenmreap any bene- 
fits that may follow. It is gratifying to know 
that the religious press does,not Wholly ig- 
nore me, but speaks words of kinaness: The 
Advance says that the committee who found 
me guilty was not unanimous on a single 
specification, and that a verdict of five to four 
or six to three is of no consequence. It 
further says no such majority can carry any 
great moral weight. The current number of 
the Independent also has some outspoken 
words in its editorial columns.“ 

The artiele referred to by Dr. Thomas con- 
tains the following language: 

But take a Methodist case. Of the very 
gravest importance is the question : What 
liberty of thought shali be allowed in the pul- 
pit?“ Practically, the case of Dr. H. W. Thomas, 
in Chicago, is of more importance than the Pan- 
Methodist Council in London. Whatever may 
be thought of bie conclusions, he is very ear- 
nestly trying to show how faith in God and rev- 
clation may be made reasonable in an unbe- 
lieving generation. A great many Methodists 
believe he is in the right way to do this; at 
least, that liberty should be granted tu him, and 
80 to them. He had week before last a prelimi- 
nary trial. The Chicago secular press gave col- 
umn after column of verbatim reports. Tue de- 
fense was stubborn and strong. The verdict, 
which was against him, was by no means unani- 
mous, being by a vote of 6 tos on the charge of 
error on Inspiration, 5 to 4 on Atonement, and 
8 to 1 on tuture punishment. How does the 
Methodist press treat the matter? The Chicago 
Christian Advocate sums the matter up in less 
than a column, and simply says he was con- 
demned on all the speciticanhons, but omits to give 
the vote on nch. The Cincinnati Adroeate dis- 
patches it io thirty-six lines, and also omits the 
rote. ‘The New York Advocate actually excludes 
the subject altogether. This is the chiet organ 
of American Methodism, The St. Louis organ, 
we notice, does the same, and we know not how 
many more. We do not now raise the question 
whether it is good journalism thus to drive one's 
readers to secular or undenominational papers 
for Church news; but we do ask if such facts do 
not seem to substantiate Bishop Meryeire's 
charge—that the denominational papers are 
* too narrow- minded.“ 

How will your pulpit be filled during the 
coming Sundays?” 

“The Rev. Charles Caverno will preach 
Sunday (today), and the Rev. Dr. Lorimer 
on the following Sunday, and perhaps two 
Sundays. The Rev. Dr. Kittredge has also 
kindly offered his services.

OLD CATHOLICISM. 
THE MOVEMENT IN GERMANY. 
New York Times. 

The Old Catholic movement in Germany 
seems to be at a standstill. It began ata 
time when the publi¢g mind had been pro- 
foundly stirred by the proceedings of the 
Vatican Council; it was led by the ablest 
theologian of the Roman Catholic Church, 
and, supported by Prince Bismarck, who be- 
lieved that he saw in it a powerful weapon 
against Ultramontane hostility to the Em- 
pire, it certainly had as fair a prospect of 
success asany movement beginning in the 
Church of Rome and aiming at a reformation 
of its abuses could have hoped for. Never- 
theless the Old Catholic Church is making no 
progress. It cannot be said to be losing its 
hold on its own members, but it has lost the 
active support of Bismarck, who has evi- 
dently decided that it will be of little use to 
him, and is thereupon seeking to make terms 
with Rome. While it would be very farfrom 
the truth to assert that the Old Catholic 
movement is a failure, there is no reason to 
think that it will make any further progress, 
in numbers at all events, during the present 
generation. 

It is the fashion among those of a certain 
school of thought to assume that the leaders 
of the great Reformation made a fatal mis- 
take in cutting loose from the Church and 
repudiating Catholicism. We are told that 
Luther and his followers, while throwin 
aside the corrupt doctrines which Rome had 
added to the faith, should have stopped short 
of the rejection of the doctrines of a super- 
naturally organized church having authority 
to teach and entitled to the loyalty of her 
children. He should have so condueted iis 
—— measures as to preserve to his 
followers the priesthood and the sacraments, 
and as a result of a reformation thus moder- 
ately conducted, either his influence would 
have in time reformed the Church of Rome, 
or he would have founded a German Catho- 
lic Chureh closely resembling in all im- 
portant particulars the Anglican Church. 

We can see in the history of the Old Cath- 
olic movement precisely what Luther would 
have accomplished had he acted as bis mod- 
ern critics think that he should have acted 
or, in other words, had he founded an Old 
Catholic Church. It is idle to compare the 
German Keformation with the Reformation 
in England. In the latter country there was 
a church as old as the Church of Rome, and 
for many centuries independent of it, and at 
the Reformation the Anglican Church sim- 
ply threw off the yoke of the Roman obedi- 
ence, and having thus resumed its ancient 
rights was in a position to revive its doctrine

was never any well-defined German National 
Church, and the Reform necessarily 
took on a character different from that of the 
English Reformation. That the reformers 
could have remained in the Roman Catholic 
Church with the hope of reforming it 
was impossible. Rome demanded a com- 
plete and absolute obedience, and the 
very first step toward any reform of Roman 
error involved separation of the re- 
formers from the Church. There was 
then open to Luther only choice between 
founding an Old Catholic Church, which 
should retain the priesthood and as much as 
yossible of the Roman doetrine and discip- 
ine, or the establishment of a new faith and 
the organization of a new religious denomi- 
nation. Had he chosen the former course, 
we have no reason to believe that his in- 
fluence upon the Church of Rome, in com- 
yelling the latter to the adoption of sub- 
stantial reforms, would have been any great- 
er than it was or than that which Dr. Döl- 
linger and his associates have exerted. The 
Council of Trent did, indeed, eondemn cer- 
tain flagrant abuses which Luther had de- 
nounced, but, instead of condemning er- 
roneous Roman doctrines, it formulated and 
sealed with its approbation the very errors 
which the German reformers held in abhor- 
rence. Had the Reformation merely result- 
ed in the establishment of an Old Catholic 
Church, it would have exerted no lasting 
influence upon the world. The new 
church would have attracted the atten- 
tion, and, to some extent, won the ad- 
hesion, of intelligent and thoughtful men. 
Theologians would have been able to un- 
derstand wherein it differed in matters of 
faith from the Roman Church, and could 
have appreciated the importance of those 
differences, just as in our day the same class 
of men can understand and Appreciate Döllin— 
ger’s position; but on the mass of the people 
it would have had no influence. The peasant 
and the artisan could understand Luther 
when he told them that the Bible was the 
only rule of faith and practice, and that they 
had the right to frame the® own creed with- 
out the guidanee of the priestheod, but he 
could never have kindled their enthusiasm 
for a new chureh, permitting monks to mar- 
ry. and teaching consubstantiation instead of 
transubstantiation. Such a ehureh would 
have met with perhaps as much success as 
has attended the Old Cathelie Church of to- 
day, but the vast, tremendous, and far- 
reaching rush of Protestantism would never 
have followed. 

Neither Luther nor Döllmger nor any other 
reformer, whether Protestant or Catholic, 
can reform the Chureh of Rome from below. 
That Chureh is so constituted that neither 
Jayman, priest, nor Bishop can differ in the 
slightest degree from her formulas without 
thereby cutting himself loose from the 
Chureh. Any reform must come from the 
Pope and the College of Cardinals, and even 
then the reformers must have suflicient in- 
fluence with the Bishops to control a general 
council, Luther may devise a new creed 
and Ddllinger may organize a new church, 
but Rome is ironclad against their influence. 
But even though the Old Catholic movement 
should accomplish nothing else, it will at 
least furnish a conclusive answer to those 
critics who faney that they are wiser than 
the great reformers, and can glibly point out 
the errors of policy which the reformers com- 
mitted.

But 
when, in the sixth century before Christ, the 
Jews had been led into the Babylonian captivity, 
they came into contact with nations, espéciaily 
with the Parsees, who fram times immemortal 
celebrated the beginuing @f anew year in the 
fall season, and from th the Jews adopted 
the custom of attaching the character of a new 
year's day to their old and long established Yom 
Teruah. 

The blowing of the Shofar. which Is still prac- 
ticed on Rashha-sbanah in almost all the Jew- 
ish houses of worship, is a very ancient cere- 
mony. dating back to the remotest antiquity. 
Various ideas bave been connected therewith: 
various reasons have been given for it, some of 
which are rational, some are mystical. A very 
rational one is that given oy Maimonides, who 
said that the tunes of the Shofar are, so to say, 
an alleorical sign of alarm, by which sin-in- 
clined man should be awakened from his men- 
tal slumbers, and should be recalied to God, to 
religion, to his duties.“ 

The day is also called Yom hadin—Day of 
Judgment. The Kabbalists and other mystics 
tell many legends in connection with the Yom 
badin. Atany rate, we who do not pretend to 
enter into the labyrinthieal fields of mysticism, 
We are satisfied with the following explanation 
of the Day of Judgment: This day. is de- 
signed as a proper period when the Israelite 
should sit in earnest, thorough, impartial judg- 
ment over his own life and over all his doings. 
Such rigid self-examinations, if entered into 
with an earnest and sincere spirit, can have but 
good effects, and may influence many man's 
future conduct. For, after all, a moral conduct 
of life and an avoidance of everything that is 
immoral, is the highest duty of every Israelite, 
and should be the most sacred aim after which 
he should strive.

Sr. THOMAS AQUINAS. 

The Quarterly Revitw in an article on St. 
Thomas Aquinas says of the scholastic meth- 
od of theology: 

“Speaking from our own experience, the 
effect produced on the mind by these closely 
argued, interminable discussions is not a lit- 
tle curious. The whole process may be 
likened to the action of a machine, pounding 
away at its work with measured beat and 
play; never hasting and never resting; ab- 
solutely passionless and indifferent, what- 
ever the materials it is fed with or the prod- 
ucts that issue from it in a manufactured 
state. Logic, logic even here, but not a 
morsel of nourishme the famishing 
soul, not a drop of reshmeut for the 
thirsting heart. Trugh and error, right and 
wrong, move across the page in abstract im- 
personal forms, a procession of fleshless 
skeletons, an army of spectral propo- 
sitions, which the dialectic faculty 
marshals in battle array, and maneuvres to 
and fro as on some fantasmal field of war- 
fare. Not an emotion breaks the imperturb- 
able calm; not a breath as of a living soul 
passes over the dry bones of the desert; not 
a word carries with it a hint of spiritual 
struggle with doubt or of joy in the victory 
of faith, Were there between the weak, 
trembling soul of sinful man and the solemn 
mysteries of the eternal world no deeper 

uzzles than those of the logical understand- 
ing, no worse difficulties than those which 
dialecties can solve, then, indeed, we might 
sit contentedly at the feet of St. Thomas, be- 
lieving that all we had to do was to listen and 
be at peace, su clear is his arrangement, 80 
subtle his analysis, so triumphant his 
reasoning. It was especially the calm, 
cold, passioniess movement of his 
intellect which won for him the 
title of Angelical, as if he dwelt in the upper 
serenity, far above the emotions and intirmi- 
ties of mankind. But alas! for all the mighty 
pretensions of scholasticism, when the sha«- 
ows of real doubt close in on the soul and 
the foundations seem to be sinking beneath 
it: when before the eye of the spirit the 
heavens are shrouded in impenetrable dark- 
ness, and God and = immortality be- 
come as illusive fantoms flitting without 
substance or truth across the awful void. 
What help can then be found in the fence 
and play, however dexterous, of the school 
logie over substance and accident, matter 
and form, quiddity and essence? The abysses 
vawn beneath, and no metaphysic&l assump- 
tions can bridge them over, no subtle logom- 
achy dissipate their terrors. Truth, not 
logic, is the soul’s need; but when it cries in 
its-agony for bread scholasticism offers it a 


stone.”

It is also alleged that 
George Bliss, of New York. late United 
States District Attorney, will become Attog- 
ney-General in place of MacVeagh. He has 
the credit in many quarters of having com- 
posed Arthur’s reply to John Sherman’s 
charges when Collector, and the letter of ac- 
ceptance of Arthur when nominated. He 
was a college mate of Arthur’s, and is a 
deadly enemy of Conkling, though both are 
Stalwarts. Conkling having put Stewart I. 
Woodford in his place as District Attorney. 
Bliss is an erratic, implacable man, of great 
mental. intensity, and a severe prosecutor of 
evil-doers.
